fORIES ACCUSING PARNELLITES OF BAD

LONDON, March 11.—Gen. Buller declares 
that the version of his evidence before the Land 
Commission published yesterday was untrue. 
He denies that he made any statement about 
coercion. The subject, he says, was not even 
indirectly alluded to while he was before the 
commission. A scrutiny of the official report, 
issued to-day, shows that the mistake arose from 
the blending of a passage in Commissioner 
Knipe’s report, condemning further coercive 
legislation, with a part of Gen. Buller’s evidence, 
The Conservatives assert that the Parnellites 
purposely diffused the error throughout the 
country to confuse public opinion upon Gen, 
Buller’s genuine evidence. 
The Pall Mall Gazette denies that yesterday’s 
statement was a garbled version. The discrepan- 


cy, it says, was a mere misprint. It is authentic 


that Gen. Buller said that in certain localities 
in Kerry, Clare, ana@ Cork an organized stand 
was being made against the payment of existing 
rents, but that rents were generally fairly well 
paid.

THE SEPTENNATE GETS A. BIG VOTE. 
BERLIN, March 11.—The Septennate bill 
was read the third time in the Reichstag to-day, 
and was passed without debate by a vote of 22 
to 31. Eighty-four members abstained from vot- 


ing. The announcement of the passage of the 
bill was received with applause. All the Con- 
servatives and National Liberals and a few mem- 
bers of the Centre voted with the majority. The 
minority was composed of new German Liber- 
als, Socialists, and Alsatians. 

It is reported that one object of M. de Les- 
seps’s visit isto try to induce Prince Bismarck 
to assent to the official er age of Germany 
in the Paris Exhibition of 1889. If so, his efforts 
have small prospect of success, 

The Czar has conferred the decoration of the 
Order of the White Eagle upon Count Herbert 
Bismarck. 

There was a pronounced advance on the 
Boerse to-day. Russian securities closed 14s per 
cent. higher, Hungarian % per cent. higher, and 
Turkish and Italian 42 per cent. higher. 

Prince Bismarck gave a reception to-day to 
members of the national groups in the Reichstag. 
It is supposed that he is endeavoring to recon- 
cile the members to his taxation projects. 

The Crown Prince visited M. de Lesseps to- 
day, and conveyed to him from the Crown Prin- 
ce#s at invitation to a reception.

THE BRAKEMEN’S STRIKE 


SERIOUS TROUBLE ON ERILE’S 
LEASED ROAD. 

ERIE MANAGEMENT BLAMED BY THE 
STRIKERS—ALL CLASSES OF EMPLOY- 

ES SYMPATHIZE WITH THE MEN. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, March,11.—The strike 
on the Mahoning Division of the New-York, 
Pennsylvania and Onio Railroad grows more 
serious. Although the road brakemen have been 
idle some days because the yard brakemen 
struck, they formally declared to-day that they, 
too, are in the strike and appointed a committee 
to formulate their grievances. The most signifi- 
cant feature of this movement is the unanimity 
with which all classes of employes actively 
sympathize with the strikers on account of 





. grievances of their own, and lay their whole 


burden of troubles to the policy dictated from 
New-York by the Erie management. Tlfe termi- 
nation of the Erie’s lease of the road is publicly 
called for in the strikers’ meeting asthe one 
thing needful to restore harmonious relations. 
More men were paid off to-day, and all concerned 
seem to have settled down for a long contest of 
endurance—a struggle to determine whether the 
men shall be starved into submission or the rail- 
way company be forced by its business interests 
to resume operations. The strikers so far have 
manifested no disorderly disposition beyond ex- 
cited words at times. 

Judge Stone, of the Common Pleas Court, has 
again postponed his decision in the case of the 


striker Kellogg, arrested for violating the in- 
junction by going on the company’s premises 
without business. The Judge says the case is 
one of such importance in its present and future 
bearings that hé is unwilling to decide it with- 
out mature deliberation. 

The committee of locomotive engineers which 
went to New-York with a complaint is expected 
back to-morrow. The nature of their trouble is 
kepta secret. Thestrikers consider this move 
as an expression of sympathy with them, but it 
isnot. It is wholly independent of the brake- 
men, and is another evidence of widespread, if 
not Denice: discontent among employes of the 
road. 

Chief Arthur, of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers, said to-night that he is not at lib- 
erty to say what the committee went to New- 
York for and added: ‘‘ You see, it is the policy of 
our organization to leave these matters at tirst 
entirely in the hands of the men on the different 
roads, and they are instructed to make every 
effort to settle the difficulty themselves. Then 
if they fail the matter is turned over to me for 
adjudication. In the case in hand [ have no offi- 
cial knowledge that any grievances existed, but 
if the engineers now said to be in New-York are 
unable to obtain what they consider their rights, 
I-shall be informed and will then take up the 
matter myself. Till then it would not be proper 
for me to say anything about the nature of the 
grievances. This much I will say, however. 
There is nothing in the situation at all that 
warrants the assumption that a general strike 
on the two roads in question is imminent. The 
engineers certainly have no intention of crelgint | 
unless affairs should take a very unexpected an 
unfavorable turn. We don’t believe in strikes, 
you know, and avoid them if possible.” 


YOUNGSTOWN, Ohio, March 11.—No move- 
ment has been made to-day by either the New- 
York, Pennsylvania and Ohio or the Pennsylva- 
nia Company to start freight trains in their 
yards,.though it was reported that each com- 
pany would have a large force on hand to 
take the places of the striking yardmen. 
Freight traftic is closed between Youngs- 
town and Cleveland over the New-York, Penn- 
sylvania and Ohio Road.

HE FAILS TO CONNECT MURRAY WITH 
THE ATTEMPT AT ARSON. 


The Jersey City police authorities spent 
yesterday trying to complete a chain of circum- 
stantial evidence that would connect James 
Murray, of 57415 Grove-street, with the recent 
double attempt to burn the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company’s property. Late in the afternoon 
Chief Murphy said that he was ‘“ stumped.” 
This word is supposed to mean that he could not 
criminate his prisoner on the charge of arson. 

Murray was suspected for the reason that he 
had been discharged for cause by the company, 


had been overheard to make threats of revenge, 
and was seen on the ferryboat Chicago and in 
the station waiting room on the night the bot- 
tles containing a mixture of phosphorus, muri- 
atic acid, and whiting were placed for destruct- 
ive effect. Murray was arrested Thursday on 
complaint of the West Shore Railroad. While 
in the employ of the company, it is charged, he 
represented himself as another employe by the 
name of John J. Murray and sigued the pay roll 
or his namesake, thus making himself? liab le for 
false pretenses and forgery. Chief Murphy 
said that when Murray was asked about this 
charge he did not deny it, saying he was in want 
of “dust” and took that method of getting it. 
Justice Stilsing committed the prisoner to await 
requisition papers, as the alleged offense was 
committed in this city. 

‘*Murray is a sort of tramp railroad hand,” 
said Chief Murphy. ‘ When he can’t get a job at 
firing he brakes. He was employed by the Penn- 
sylvania Company last June braking in the 
yards, and was discharged for carelessness, his 
negligence causing a collision. About two years 
ago he was firing for the company on along 
stretch. He has worked for the West Shore, 
Erie, and other railroads. He is about 30 years 
old, unmarried, and has a ready tongue. He is 
about as nimble a liar as Lever met. He denied 
positively being anywhere near the Pennsylva- 
bia station just before the work of the incendia- 
ries was discovered, but we found out beyond a 
doubt that he was on the ferryboat, Chicago and 
in the waiting room. Those who said he used 
threatening language failed to quote anything 
important. The case is purely circumstantial 
and very slim at best. We cannot learn that 
Murray belongs to any organization.” 

SERIOUS RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 

LITCHFIELD, Ill., March 11.—The south- 
bound passenger train on the Jacksonville 
Southern Railroad jumped the track between 
Virden and Girard this afternoon. The two 


passenger coaches were ditched, and 30 passen- 
gers more or less hurt. Among the injured 
were State Senator E. Southworth, who was 
returning from the Legislature at Springfield to 
his homein this city. Senator Southworth received 
internal injuriesin the right side of his body 
and it is feared that they may result fatally. 
Trainmaster L. M. Smith, of the Wabash Road, 
and an old Jady, whose destination was this 
point, were also seriously hurt. It is said that 
the wreck was caused by running at too high a 
rate of speed. The train on the Jacksonville 
Road and one on the Chicago and Alton Road, 
which run parallel for a distance of four miles, 
were racing. A similar wreck occurred a month 
or two ago.

WEALTHY PHILADELPHIANS TO ERECT 
THE FINEST HOTEL IN THE COUNTRY. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 11.—About 25 
prominent men who received invitations signed 
bp John Wannamaker, Thomas Dolan, and Will- 
iam M. Singerly met this afternoon at 4 
o'clock in the Board of Trade rooms 
to discuss the feasibility of building a big hotel 
at the northeast corner of Broad and’ Walnut 
streets. Among those present were Thomas 
Bradley, W. W. Alcorn, John Wanamaker, 
F. Theodore Walton, Frank Siddall, Thomas 
Dolau, L. P. Ashmead, George W. Morgan, James 
8. Spear, Charles M. Swain, Clement Brown, 
Goorge Philler, Adam Everly. and Robert 
R. Corson. Several gentlemen spoke in 
favor of the formation of a company to 
build such a hotel and the need for it, and then 
Adam Everly read the prospeetus, which 
is as follows: ‘“ Negotiations having pro- 
gressed sufficiently to determine that the 
Property at the northeast corner of Broad 
and Walnut streets can be purchased for 
$50,000, it is proposed to purchase the 
said property and erect thereon and fur- 
nish the finest hotel in the United States, 
and to shat end to form a corporation 
under the laws of ‘Philadeiphia to raise a capital 
of $1,500,000, half by issuing bonds for 
$750,000, bearing 4% per cent. interest per 
annum, and half by _ raising stock to 
the amount of $750,000 in shares of 
$100 each and pay dividends of 5 pereent. The 
financial operations of the said company 
in the construction and furnishing of the 
said hotel shall be conducted by a 
trust company under the direction of an

I much prefer to say nothing 
on the subject.” Mr. Blair was asked as 
to the qualifications he considered desira- 
ble in a new Superintendent, and said:

The man who is ap- 
pointed Superintendent should understand the 
business of manufacturing; know when to buy 
and when to sell, and be a good business man.’ 
He should not be committed heart and soul to 
the contract system, and should be one who 
could conduct business under the State account 
system. e should be able to dispose of prison 
products in such a manner as to do away with 
ruinous competition with outside labor. The 
Superintendent who does his duty under the 
State account system will fully earn his salary. 





HENNESSY EXPELLED. 


THE SERGEANT-AT-ARMS OF THE TEXAS 
SENATE A FORGER. 

AustTIN, Texas, March 11.—The special 
Senate committee appoimted yesterday to in- 
vestigate the charges of forgery made against 
Sergeant-at-Arms P. H. Hennessey report- 
ed this afternoon that they had made a 
partial investigation, and found that on 
the 9th inst. Hennessey obtained a warrant on 
the Treasurer for $160 signed by President Pro 
Tem. Garrison and Chairman Knittle; that 
Hennessey altered the said warrant after 


it had been approved, and without 
the knowledge ot Senators Garrison 
and Knittle, and that he presented the warrant 
to the Treasurer and obtained $150 on the same. 
The committee concluded its report by recom- 
mending that Hennessey be discbarged from the 
office of Sergeant-at-Arms. The report was 
unauimously adopted. 

During the morning session Hennessey ten- 
dered his resignation, the acceptance of which 
was rejected by the Senate after an exciting 
discussion. Senator Douglas stated durin 
the debate that it had been discovere 
on investigation that each Senator had been 
charged from $22 to $25 for postage stamps, 
whereas $7 would cover such expenses in his 
(Douglass’) case. 

In Justice Calhoun’s court this afternoou 
three additional complaints were lodged against 
Hennessey charging him with raising receipts 
for small amounts. oné for $15 being raised 
to $70 and another for $8 50 changed to $75. 
Hennessey’s expulsion from office creates a sen- 
sation. He had been one of the most popu- 
lar officials in the city, and his triends 
were horrified to-day on the discovery of the 
additional tampering with vouchers for money 
paid out. It is said that criminal proceedings 
will be pushed vigorously.

GEN. CROOK’S INDIAN POLICY. 
OmaHa, Neb., March 11.—Gen. Crook, 
who has just returned from Boston, is most en- 
thusiastic over this, his first, visit. This visit 
was caused by an invitation given before from 
some of the principal citizens, including the 
Governor and Mayor, for Gen. Crook to visit 


them and give them his views on the Indian 
question. 

In reply to the question, “ Are not the Boston 
people visionary on the Indian subject?” he 
said: “Not by a long way. They understand 
the Indian just as heis. They do not believe he 
is an angel by any means. Their idea is that 
the present policy has proved a failure. They 
believe in trying something which will put him 
on a level with the white man and see what he 
can do, and then, if he makes a failure, let him 
go down.” 

When asked what he thought of the Dawes 
bill, the General answered: ‘It is a most ex- 
cellent bill and in the right direction if properly 
carried out. Land has to be given and the Indian 
taught how to use it or the bill will be a failure, 
exceptin the case of a very few of the most 
advanced. Force should be exercised with 
authority at first, and after two years 
of this training the Indian will see the 
result of his labors and the problem 
will be solved.” As to the present system of 
educating Indians the General thought it good 
as far as it goes, but it makes no provision for 
the Indians of to-day on the reservations. These 
should be put to work under the provisions of the 
Dawes bill soas to become self-sustaining. Then 
those educated away from the reservations will 
have a place to return to, and can apply the 
trades they have been taught.

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READY FOR A LONG RACE 


THE STRUGGLE OF THE DAUNT- 
LESS AND UCORONET. 

TO CROSS THE LINE AT ONE O'CLOCK 
SHARP—TALK OF THE COURSE AND 
POSSIBLE OBSTACLES. 

The ocean race between the Dauntless 
and the Coronet begins at 1 o’clock to-day. At 
12 o’clock the Regatta Committee’s tug, the 
Luckenbach, will leave Pier 3 East River, and 
steam down to a position abreast of Owl’s Head, 
on the Long Island shore. At 12:50 the prelim- 
inary whistle will be blown, and at 1 o'clock 
sharp the final whistle. Then the two yachts 
will cross the line, the Coronet leading, on their 


3,000-mile voyage for the twenty-thousand-dol- 
lar purse, 


A large number of special steamers will be on 
hand to witness the start, and a number of tugs 
and steam yachts will accompany the yachts 
down the Bay. Mrs. Colt and friends will have 
a steamer from which to bid her sun+good-bye. 
Mr. Bush informed a Times reporter yesterday 
that he would be out in one of his own steamers 
with his family. The Meteor, with Commodore 
Bateman and party; the Atalanta, with Jay 


Gould and party, and all the steam yachts in 
cothmission will go down the Bay, making a 
very imposing squadron. 

The Dauntless will leave her anchorage at 10 
o’clock sharp and take a tow down the river. 
From that time up to the starting hour she will 
cruise. Yesterday was a day of farewells on 
board, and there was a steady atream of visitors 
throughout the aéternoon. Another week of 
delay will seriously affect the chances of the 
Dauntless, as the farewell gifts are fast turning 
her into a bric-A-brac shop, and the many gifts 
weighted as they are with good wishes, will 
make necessary a diminution of the ballast. 

Concerning the sailing course Capt. Samuels 
says that it will naturally be determined by cir- 
cumstances. The field ice from the St. Lawrence 
is an unknown quantity. It is soft ice and soon 
melts, and must be taken as it is found. It is 
within the possibilities to go north ofit. Ice- 
bergs do not bother the Captain much, as they 
can be sailed around if the weather is not foggy. 
To get caught in field ice, however, would seri- 
ously affect the racing chances, It is generally 
supposed that Capt. Crosby will sail the south- 
erly course, but this is not certain. Circum- 
Stances and judgment can alone determine. 

The Dauntless ran away yesterday. Soon after 
Capt. Colt came on board he discovered that the 
boat had started down the river of her own ac- 
cord, stern first, and was evidently bent on going 
to sea whether the Coronet was ready or not. 
Investigation showed that she had fretted at her 
cable until the stock of the anchor had parted, 
and she was rapidly drifting down stream. 
She was quickly seized and towed back to post- 
tion. The anchor, an 800-pound one, was re- 
placed yesterday afternoon. The locality off 
Twenty-eighth-street is rather famous for break- 
ing anchors, the tide and rocky bottom making 
it one of the worst places in this respect about 
the city. Louis Vigow, one of the quartermast- 
ers, was replaced yesterday by Thomas Smith. 

Everything was snug on board the Coronet 
yesterday, as she lay off Tompkinsville, Staten 
island. ye wind came in sharp gusts from the 
northwest and kicked up a disagreeable sea at 
the anchorage. But the Coronet was as steady 
asa big gunship. Capt. Crosby spent the after- 
noon in the city, making his last preparations 
for the journey. On board the yacht First Mate 
Whittier said that everybody was taking a little 
sleep to make up for what will be lost to-night. 
All the stores had been taken on except the sup- 
ply of fresh meat, which will be loaded to-day. 
The steward, Edmond O’Loughlin, said that 
there would be fresh meat enough to last for a 
week. He calculates that there will be on board 
enough provisions for 65 days when the Coronet 
starts. The crew has all been shipped and num- 
bers, besides the boatawain, two mates, assistant 
navigator, and Captain, 16 men. 

The Dauntless party were all on shore last 
night with the exception of Capt. Coit, who went 
on board at 11 o’clock. 

If the predictions of the Signal Service Office 
prove accurate the yachts will have plenty of 
wind for a good start. At midnight last night the 
indications were that northerly breezes, “fresh 
to brisk,” and traveling from: 10 to 20. miles 
an hour, would prevail to-day.,,The wind. yester- 
day blew from the northwest very steadily and 
averaged 16 miles an hour. It was doing that 
at midnight, but was expected to shift about to 
the north before the sun rose. The weather is 
scheduled to be fair to-day and somewhat 
warmer than yesterday. 
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ARRESTED FOR SMUGGLING OPIUM. 

DETROIT, Mich., March 11.—Large quan- 
tities of opium have been shipped recently from 
Detroit. In some way the customs authorities 
learned of this fact, and ascertained that no 
such quantities had passed through their hands 
as were being sent out of the city regularly. 


Careful investigation revealed to them that the 
opium was being brought to America by way of 
British Columbia, shipped thence to St. Thomas, 
Ontario. There it disappeared, but by some 
process found its way to Detroit. The search for 
the suspected smugglers resulted to-day in the 
arrest of R. A. West at his home, in this city. He 
was taken before United States Commissioner 
Graves this afternoon and held in $10,000 bail 
to appear to-morrow to answer to the charge of 
smuggling. The customs people say that during 
the past few months the contraband trade has 
been carried on to the extent of $60,000. West 
has lived in Detroit during the past five months 
only as nearly as can be ascertained.

A FREIGHT TRAIN WRECKED. 


FIVE CARS AND AN ENGINE DEMOLISHED 
AND FIVE PERSONS INJURED. 

NeEw-HaveENn, Conn., March 11.—As the 
Holyoke freight train over the Northampton 
Road was coming down to this city this after- 
noon it met with a very severe accident at 
Southington. The freight train does not stop in 
the town, but passes through at the rate of 25 
miles an hour. This afternoon, however, James 
Dailey, the switch tender near the station in 
the village, instead of leaving the switch on the 
main track, had it thrown so that it led on to 


the siding, and the freight rushed on to the 
siding and came into collision with a number 
of freight cars that were standing unloaded on 
the track. The freight train was going at so 
bigh a rate of speed that it was impossible for 
the engineer to avoid = collision. The engine 
was demolished by the shock, and several of the 
freight cars were knocked to splinters. The cars 
on the train were thrown over the main track, 
Almost all of the men on the train were more or 
less injured. William Kelley, one of the 
brakemen, was caught between two cars 
and seriously injured internally. Engineer 
Charles McConville had both feet painfull 
crushed, and he is otherwise injur 
Fred Bentley, the conductor of the train, suf- 
fered from a severe scalp wound; John 8. Con- 
nell, the fireman, also escaped with a sealp 
wound, and an Italian who was working on one 
of the cars on the side track was thrown 20 feet 
into a pile of coal and badly hurt. His name is 
unknown. A boy named Harris, who was play- 
ing on the side track escaped by jumping under 
the platform of Peck Stow & Wilcox’s shop. The 
damage io the rolling stock is said to be between 
$25,000 and $30,000. Five cars, as well as the 
engine, were demolished. A wrecking train was 
sent from this city to the scene of the disaster 
this evening. 


A REHEARING DENIED. 


THE INDIANA LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR- 


SHIP QUESTION DISPOSED OF, 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 11.—The Snu- 
preme Court to-day overruled the petition fora 
rehearing in the injunction proceedings of Sen- 
ator Smith against Col. R. S. Robertson to decide 
the Lieutenant-Governorship question, and this 
finally disposes of the case. The opinion is writ- 
ten by Chief-Justice Elliott and is very short. 
It only affirms the former position of the court 
as to lack of jurisdiction, adding a few sentences 


upon only one point which was raised in the 
a enagry that, as the injunction was granted by 

udge Ayers in vacation of his court, there could 
be no question of personal jurisdiction. This, the 
opinion says, implies that a court in vacation has 
greater powers than a court in regular term, a 
position that is evidently untenable. 

There arejno dissenting opinions held by the 
Judges, but with the opinion of Judge Niblack is 
sent down a document entitled “ Views of J udge 
Niblack.” On account of the importance of the 
case and the misapprehension that exists in the 
pee mind regarding the license of the court, 

e says he feels constrained to make the state- 
ment that he does. Then follows a review of 
the case, incidental to which is a discussion of 
the Electoral Commission of 1887, which, he 
says, Was not a judicial tribunal. 

He adds: “Believing as I always have and 
still do, that the courts have nothing to do in 
the settlement of this matter I have not ex- 
amined the main question with that care and 
attention which would enable me to promulgate 
y I have re- 
frained from a formal expression of opinion 
which might be urged against or brought in con- 
flict with any action the Legislature has taken 
or may take. As a citizen of the State and a 
member of the co-ordinate branch of the State 
Government I stand ready to acquiesce in what- 
ever that body may do. The present disorgan- 
ized condition of affairs I can only regret we 
have no power to relieve by an expression of 
opinion.”

THE RHEIN REACHES BALTIMORE. 

BALTIMORE, March 11.—The steamship 
Rhein, Capt. Jahns, reached her wharf at 10 
o’clock to-day. The Captain reports that he 
encountered a dense fog on Monday night, and 
being unable to distinguish the lights on the 
coast slowed up his vessel and moved cautiously. 


At 4:20 on Tuesday morning she was going dead 
slow when shé grounded amidship,though the lead 
had been constantly thrown since the preceding 
midnight. A quantity of coal and 30 tons of salt 
were thrown overboard, which did not float her, 
and 50 tons more of coal were thrown overboard 
after daylight. Some of the 900 passengers were 
transferred to other vessels, and a part of the 
400 tons of general cargo with which she left 
Bremen was also put on board other vessels. 
Yesterday morning she floated and proceeded on 
her voyage. The damage to the hull is supposed 
to be slight, as she is not making any water. 
She will be put into the dry dock to-morrow 
morning, when a survey will be made. The pas- 
sengers transferred reached this port to-day by a 


bay steamer. 
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THE LAW OF BIGAMY. 
Toronto, Ontario, March 11.—A judg- 
ment which has caused much surprise was given 
to-day by the Queen’s Bench Divisional Court in 
the bigamy case of the Queen against Pierce. 
The defendant was married firstin Toronto and 
resided here and in Hamilton for some years 


when, having trouble with his wife, he went to 
the United States and was married there to an- 
other woman. He returned to Toronto and 
was arrested and tried for bigamy and 
was found guilty. The case was reserved 
for the full court on the point raised that it had 
not been proved that the prisoner Was a British 
subject or that he left Canada with intent to 
commit the offense. To-day’s judgment quashes 
the conviction on the ground that any married 
Canadian citizen, according to the law of big- 
amy, who crosses the line and marries again in 
the United States, cannot on his return be pros- 
ecuted successfully for bigamy, provided he did 
not leave Canada with intent to commit the 
offense. 
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OPENING OF THE HUDSON. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., March 11.—The Pough- 
keepsie Transportation Company has announced 
that their propellers will begin running between 
New-York and Poughkeepsie next Tuesday night. 
From Newburg here there are a few open spots, 
but the ice is heavy. At this place the ferryboat 
has ceasedranning. She was caught by the ice yes- 
terday and both wheels crushed. Numbers ot teams 
and passengers were detained on each side of the 
river, and to-day people are compelled to walk across 
on the ice, while teams cannot cross at all. 

NEwpsura, N. Y., March 11.—Navigation of the 
Hudson between here and New-York was reopened 
to-day. The steamer Newburg, of the Homer Rams- 
dell Transportation Line, left here at 1 o’clock this 
afternoon, and reached New-York in four hours. 
Regular trips will now be made, The ice is still fast 
abe@ve here.

MONTREAL, March 11.—The City Health Officer 
to-day disinfected a large quantity of Dominion

FAREWELL AMID FLOWERS 


LAST TRIBUTE OF HONOR TO 
MR. BEECHER. 
BEAUTIFUL SURROUNDINGS OF THA 

PLYMOUTH CHURCH’S LEAVE-TAK-) 


ING OF ITS DEAD PASTOR—CROWDY 
PASSING BY THE COFFIN. 


Yesterday will be remembered as tha 

most sacred day in the history of Brooklyn, 
The entire city paid its tribute of love to the 
great Pastor, lying amid flowers at the foot of 
the pulpit made famous by h It was a day 
for flowers and affections—the brightest and 
most sunny of the season. From every street 
converging down town the populace came ig 
great throngs. The city had laid aside its ac< 
customed occupations, and was pervaded with q 
spirit of cheerful reverence. Nothing like iq 
could have been inspired by any other occasion; 

Searching the streets in any direction from t 
vicinity of the City Hall the eye was gladden 
by the sight of flags waving from numberle 
housetops, with block after block of businesd P 
houses barred against entrance and with drawn 
shades, and with long lines of people, of all aged 
and conditions. It was no procession of Sunday 
idlers, but the people themselves, moved by 4 
grand, solemn impulse to take reverent part ig 
the funeral of the great preacher. The bands of 
black that clothed the City Hall and the heaviés 
emblems which bound the pillars and swathed 
the portals of the Court Honse seemed almost 
out of place in the greater evidence of acommo: 
sorrow which spread out beyond the range of 
vision. j

A s en 
could not have picked out the home ‘of the 
Pastor’s family unaided; for the sunlight 
streamed in through the unshaded windows, 
and nothing anywhere about it indicated a deso- 
late home. If was one of the few houses in tha 
neighborhood, indeed, that made no displays 
At the two hotels near by crape fluttered, and 
from many of the dwellings hung flags; but tha 
modest brown house at the corner was cut- 
er as it had been before the visitation 
upon it. 

Services at the churches had not begun what 
the + pogaince began to gather in the lower parv 
of Henry-street. Along the Pe roaches to this 
neighborhood people streamed in hundreds. A 
solid mass of them blocked Henry street, at 
Orange, in sight of the entrance to Plym- 
outh Church. They made .way for ticket 
holders, and waited patiently and in order 
through the long service. While they waited 
vendors of photographs and biographies made 
hay for themselves. Toward noon the waitin 
crowd grew rapidly. It was well dressed, seli- 
respecting, from whom nothing unsuited to the 
occasion was to be feared. When the police in- 
dicated from what direction a line could come, 
the extent of the crowd could forthe first time 
be judged. It reached at ence down Henty- 
street, completely filling the sidewalk, fromm 
Orange to Middagh, a distance of two blocks. it 
extended also along Orange street from Hem'y 
to the church door, a long half block. Out of 
the line were nearly as many waiting people ax 
were init. They filled the upper sidewalk in 
Orange-street across from the church and crowd- 
ed that street and both sidewalks between Hen- 
ry and Fulton. They were also pretty well 
packed in Henry-street, along the block above 
Orange. When the line began to move within 
the church not less than 10,000 persons could 
have been waiting in that neighborhood.

The main gallery was a parterre of huma 
faces, rising row above row, until the fringes 
the crowd were packed in an unbroken mass 
against the white walls. The little gallery up. 
near the root in the Orange-street end of 
church was also jammed. The stairways were 
crowded and the corridors occupied. The 
assembly was noticeable for its sombreness 
attire and the plentiful sprinkling of gray heads. 
The uniforms of the military officers were the 
only spots of bright color in the assemblage, the 
ladies present wearing costumes of quiet tone. 
The large audience faced the elaborately 
decorated organ and pulpit. The ee effect 
of this, as viewed from the rear of the cb 
was perhaps better than even the designers hé 
expected. The upper part was all foliage and 
the lower part all blossoms, so thatit looked 
like a great cascade of green breaking into witite 
foam atits foot. The frontof the organ was al- 
most covered with evergreens and laurel. In 
the centre, just above the keyboard, were two 
white doves hanging above a cluster of calla 
lilies. Immediately under the centre of the 
choir gallery, which was hidden by a luxurian ¥ 
bed of palms, ferns, and lilies, stood the dead 
Pastor’s empty chair. The back and seat were 
covered with lilies of the valley, over which 
were scattered white and pink roses. The pulpit 
in front of the chair supported the large Bible, 
beside which lay a few palm leaves.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this city, fair weather, becoming 
warmer, northerly winds. 

The work of railroad officers and their 
committees in arranging classifications, 
rates, &c., to conform to the requirements 
ef the inter-State commerce law affords 
very plain indications that the law will be 
an advantage to the railroad companies as 
well as to the traveling and trading public. 
It will enable them to make and maintain 
fair and equitable arrangements for uniform 
classifications and schedules, as they could 
not do by any voluntary agreement. 
The irresistible tendency to act in- 
dependently, to decline to enter into 
arrangements of the kind, or to break 
away from them when formed meets an 
eflective check in the requirements of the 
Jaw. Under it harmonious and mutually 
beneficial co-operation will for the tirst 
time become possible. Stability will be 
secured where it was impossible before. 
While contracts for pooling trafiic or re- 
ceipts will be abrogated they will be no 
longer needed for the maintenance of uni- 
form rates, and association for establishing 
stable schedules will be easier and more 
effectual than ever before. In short, there 
isa prospect that the chronic conflicts of 
the past will be ended through sheer neces- 
pity of all alike conforming with the 
pational law. 


The new depredations reported from Ari- 
gona are not alarming, and chiefly go to 
show that the recent deportation of Chiri- 
cahua and Warm Spring Apaches from their 
reservation to Florida did not wholly rid 
the Territory of bad Indians. This, in fact, 
could hardly have been expected.

The Navajoes are a very numerous and 
powerful tribe, having large supplies of 
arms and horses; but thus far the fears of

Perhaps the 
board may be so stirred up by the memorial 
of the doctors that it will look after the 
company on its own account, even in the 
quarters in which eminent physicians do 
not reside.

It is reported that at last the Bridge 
Trustees are discussing the expediency of 
extending over the carriageway a part of 
the railway loading platform at the New- 
York terminus. It is even rumored that one 
of the windows overlooking the carriageway 
will be taken out, and that an approach to 
this opening will be built, so that passengers 
may reach the forward cars without getting 
into the crowd atthe top of the old stair- 
way. If these changes shall be made they 
will be along step in the right direction,

THE POLITICIANS AND THE PEOPLE. 


It is becoming a question of serious 
moment whether it is possible for the people 
of this State, and especially those of this city, 
to secure any representation at all of their 
interests in the Legislature. As the matter 
now stands members of the Legislature do 
not seem to regard themselves as representa- 
tives of the people and bound to promote 
their interests. An organized force made 
up of politicians or controlled and directed 
by them has been interposed between 
the people and the conduct of public af- 
fairs. This force is accustomed to nominate 
men for the Legislature and to secure their 
election with very little regard for the 
actual choice of the voters, and it expects 
them first of all to obey its behests. We 
have had many bad Legislatures at Albany, 
but seldom one that seemed to have so little 
regard for the wishes of the people or to be 
wholly subservient to political machines as 
the present. 

The most conspicuous illustration of the 
indifference of legislators to the wishes of 
those whom they nominally represent ap- 
pears in the treatment of the Constitutional 
Convention question, The Constitution of 
this State does not need a general revision, 
but it needs amendment in several very im- 
portant particulars. The apparent impossi- 
bility of getting from the Legislature itself 
such led

the opportunity came for voting on the 
question.

convention or none at all, with an apparent 
preference for the latter alternative. If it 
suits the purposes of their politicalmachine, 
they seem to have no care for the clearly 
expressed wishes of the people of the State. 
The conflicting propositions and the pro- 
tracted delays that have characterized the 
treatment of the subject are deliberately de- 
signed to defeat the popular will. 

In dealing with the high license question 
there is the same evident disposition to 
defy a distinct and emphatic demand of the 
people because it is feared that compliance 
with it may weaken that political power 
upon which legislators appear to feel their 
dependence and which they are afraid to 
disobey. One of the agencies through 
which that power has become accustomed 
to do its work is the large body of men en- 
gaged in the manufactureand sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors. The politicians of both par- 
ties are in alliance with the liquor interest 
and have made the saloon an important 
factor in the work of politics. They have 
succeeded in dividing it so that it does not 
work exclusively for one party. Although 
the communities chiefly concerned in the 
High License bill have with one voice and 
without regard to party divisions de- 
manded its passage, and the opposition 
to it has come wholly from the liquor 
dealers, there is very serious doubt 
whether its passage can be secured. Repre- 
sentatives of the liquor interest infest 
the lobbies of the Capitol, ply their argu- 
ments and inducements with members indi- 
vidually, and put them in mortal dread 
of offending the saloon power. The voice 
of the people and the claims of sobriety and 
social order seem to have little effect with 
legislators when the alliance of working 
politicians and purveyors of alcoholic 
drinks brings its pressure to bear upon them. 

It is for the people to consider soberly 
how long they will continue by their votes 
to send to the Legislature men who do not 
represent them but a power which thwarts 
their wishes, and who will not regard their 
demands, however plainly expressed. Un- 
less they are to submit to have their 
laws made and their interests con- 
trolled by a combination of selfish 
politicians, who place their own designs 
above the public well-being, it  be- 
hooves them to cast about for some means 
of destroying the organization of forces 
which has usurped their prerogatives. They 
must find means of choosing representatives 
of their will for legislators, and by combin- 
ing independent of existing organizations 
of parties cast out this reckless and shame- 
less horde of political mercenaries. 


HOW ONE BAD BILL WAS PASSED. 

The now defunct River and Harbor bill 
was @ conspicuous example of bad legisla- 
tion. A glance at its history will show that 
the methods by which it was pushed 
through Congress were even more objec- 
tionable than the jobs in it that should have 
prevented its passage. 

When Mr. WILLIS and his associates in 
the River and Harbor Committee began to 
make the bill they had before them official 
evidence that the proposed appropriations 
were not needed. Five months earlier Con- 
gress had passed and the President had 
signed a bill appropriating $14,473,900. 
At the opening of the recent session 
the War Devartment had on hand for 
use in river and harbor work not only 
this sum, but more than $2,000,000 in ad- 
dition, and the report of the Chief of En- 
gineers showing an available balance of 
$16,636,362 was on the committee’s table. 
In the face of it the committee prepared a bill 
carrying $7,430,000 more, and when this 
bill was reported Chairman WILLIs had the 
effrontery to assure the House that ‘* great 
public works” would ‘‘decay” and great 
loss be ‘inflicted upon the taxpayers” if the 
money should not be granted! 

It was necessary for the success of a 
measure conceived under such conditions 
that a discussion of its provisions should be 
avoided. In the House, before any of the 
three hundred items were taken up, three 
hours were allowed for “ general debate,” 
and this time was consumed by three or 
four speeches relating to the improvement 
of the Mississippi. As soon as the first item, 
appropriating $15,000 for Rockland Har- 
bor, had been read, the opponents of the 
bill offered a substitute in six lines, em- 
powering the Secretary of War to spend 
$7,430,000 in accordance with his judg- 
ment. They declared that under this 
plan projects of national importance would 
be cared for and petty jobs would be 
avoided. Logrolling had secured for the 
committee and the bill the support of a ma- 
jority of the House, and the substitute was 
rejected. Other amendments having been 
proposed, Mr. WIL.is professed to desire 
that the House should discuss the bill by 
paragraphs, taking the items one after an- 
other, and warned his opponents that at- 
tempts to delay action would induce the 
committee to urge the biil’s passage under a 
suspension of the rules without the slight- 
est amendment. 

Two days later the bill was again taken 
up. Inthe interval the committee and its 
supporters had perfected their plans. They 
proposed to show their opponents that two 
could play at the game of substitutes. At 
the beginning of the proceedings Mr, NreL- 
Minnesota offered a substitute of 
six lines empowering a board of engineers 
to spend $7,500,000 in accordance with 
their judgment.

The plan having been disclosed, the log- 
rolling majority then swung around to the 
other sidé and rejected the Nelson substi- 
tute—176 to 46. The original bill was or- 
dered to be read a third time, and on the fol- 
lowing day, without further debate, it was 
passed by a vote of 154 to 95. 

The schemers’ work was almost done. 
They had succeeded in sending to the Sen- 
ate their bill just as it had come from the 
River and Harbor Committee. Not one of 
its items had been taken up for debate and 
amendment in the House. The Senate in a 
leisurely way enlarged the several appro- 
priations, thus raising the total to about 
$10,300,000. When the enlarged bill 
came back to the House the major- 
ity easily caused it to be sent to a 
conferénce committee, and three days 
before adjournment the conference commit- 
tee’s report was adopted by a vote of 178 to 
89. Before the vote was taken Mr. WILLIS 
coolly expressed regret that the pressure of 
public business prevented a discussion of 
the bill’s provisions. But when the Presi- 
dent received the bill he decided that it 
ought to die. 

We have followed closely the parliament- 
ary adventures of this measure because 
they show so clearly the manner in which a 
bad bill can be pushed through without de- 
bate, while a large minority are defrauded 
of their rights. The trick ought not to be 
played again. If the existing rules are not 
sufficient to prevent it they should be re- 
vised. 


THE WESTERN UNION’S ALLY. 


There is pending in the Delaware Legis- 
lature a bill “‘ to promote the more general 
use of telephones” by limiting the rent of a 
telephone to $3 a month in business houses 
and $2 a month in residences. In the course 
of some remarks about this bill the Wil- 
mington Every Evening says: 

“There is one section to which no honest ob- 
jection can be taken, and that is the anti-dis- 
crimination section. There is no reason, for ex- 
ample, in cutting off the whole of the city of Wil- 
mington from telephonic communication with 
the Baltimore and Ohio Telegraph office simply 
to accommodate the Western Union Company. 
The public has nothing to do with the rivalry 
between these companies, but it has a great deal 
to do with the deprivation and the unnecessary 
and inexcusable bother attendant upon the 
transaction of business with an office to which 
telephonic facilities are denied.” 


From this it appears that the Bell monop- 


oly, in spite of the decisions of the courts, 


still refuses to allow one applicant—the Bal 
timore and Ohio Telegraph Company—to 
use the instruments which it rents to all 
other applicants, simply because that ap- 
plicant is engaged in legitimate competition 
with the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany. Any resident of the city of Wilming- 
ton can have atelephone put in his house, 
any merchant can have one in his store, 
and the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany can have one in its local office. All 
these can enjoy the facilities of the Wil- 
mington Telephone Exchange by paying 
the stated rent, but the Baltimore and Ohio 
Telegraph Company’s office cannot have a 
telephone at any price. 

Congress has recently undertaken to pre- 
vent unjust discrimination in railroad 
freight rates by enacting a law that is de- 
signed to suppress this intolerable abuse of 
power by railway corporations. But the 
corporation that completely monopolizes 
the business of telephonic communication 
continues to practice unjust discrimination 
to the injury of one prominent applicant for 
service with the sole purpose of aiding the 
Western Union Company in the work of 
breaking down its only formidable com- 
petitor, in order that the telegraph 
business of the country may be mo- 
nopolized as closely as the business of 
telephoning. Not content with abso- 
lute control of this business, which enables 
it to exact exorbitant rates for service, it 
becomes the servant of the Western Union 
in order that the people may be at the 
merey of one telegraph company just as 
they are deprived of the benefits of competi- 
tion in its own field. 

The courts have decided in Maryland, it 
is true, that the telephone company has no 
right to withhold service from this ap- 
plicant, but the decision was not rendered 
until seventeen months after the complaint 
was filed, and the condition of the business 
in Wilmington shows that the victory was 
a barren one. The Chesapeake and Potomac 
Telephone Company refused to place a tele- 
phone in the Baltimore and Ohio Telegraph 
Company’s office at Baltimore in December, 
1884.

This private contract not ouiy constrains i 


the Bell Company to assist the Western 
Union in its attempts to crush all competi- 
tors, but also tends to maintain high rates 
for telephone service, for it is provided in it 
that no reduction of rent for telephone in- 
struments shall operate to reduce the West- 
ern Union’s annual 20 per cent. royalty be- 
low $1 80 on each telephone. This royalty 
is to be 20 per cent. of a net rental remain- 
ing after 30 per cent. has been deducted for 
allowances andcommissions. The standard 
rent paid to the Bell Company is $14 a year 
for instruments costing only $3 42. Thirty 
per cent. off leaves $9 80, and 20 per cent. of 
that is $1 96, so that the terms of the con- 
tract enable the Bell Company to maintain 
its extortionate rates. This contract.should 
not be overlooked by legislators who are 
trying to reduce telephone rents, or in cities 
like Wilmington, where the telephone com- 
pany discriminates against the Western 
Union’s competitors. 


TIMID EMPLOYERS. 

The discharge of a foreman named Hartr 
from a shoe factory in Baltimore, following 
his discharge from a shoe factory in New- 
York, shows how the cowardice of employers 
co-operates with the tyranny of Knights of 
Labor. Hartr had brought about bis dis- 
charge in New-York, it appears, simply and 
solely by his zeal for the interest of his em- 
ployers. He had caught a workman cheat- 
ing his employers, had proved his guilt, 
and had, in the absence of his em- 
ployers, discharged him. The employers 
afterward approved his action and con- 
firmed the discharge, but after undergoing 
a strike consented to an ‘‘ arbitration” of an 
equal number of shoe manufacturers and 
Knights of Labor. Of course the arbitra- 
tors were equally divided, and as there was 
no ‘odd man” there was no solution beyond 
the final consent of the Knights to waive 
the reinstatement of the cheating workman 
provided the honest foreman should be dis- 
charged. Discharged he accordingly was,and 
plainly for no other reason than that he had 
been too zealous and efficient. Inasmuch, 
however, as he had a contract, and as the 
law does not yet recognize the disfavor of 
the Knights of Labor as a sufficient reason 
for the violation of a contract, he was kept 
under pay. He obtained a situation in Bal- 
timore, where the workmen, in pursuance 
of the grand old motto, *‘ An injury to one 
is the concern of all,” refused to work under 
a foreman who had secured the discharge 
of a cheating workman in New-York. 
The Baltimore manufacturers therefore gave 
in and discharged him for the reason that 
he had been discharged in New-York with- 
out reason. 

The effect of action of this kind upon the 
Knights is of course to embolden them. Its 
effect upon foremen whose business it is to 
regulate Knights of Labor in the interest 
of their employers will equally of course 
be to induce them to ingratiate themselves 
with the iauias and to neglect the inter- 
est of their employers. In the case of 
Hartt, the employers, have plainly notified 
foremen that they will not advance their 
own interests by looking out for those of 
the employers. They could not have adopted 
a course that in the long run would 
work more injury to themselves. Im- 
mediately, nodoubt, they gained by yielding 
to dictation in order to keep their business 
going. When the difference of shutting up 
and going on is the difference between pe- 
cuniary ruin and prosperity an employer 
must be of a very heroic or of a very 
obstinate temper to take the former course, 
and he is not to be severely blamed for not 
taking it. But when it is merely temporary 
inconvenience and a comparatively trifling 
loss that he risks by shutting up rather 
than to submit to dictation, he is false, 
not only to the cause of order and 
industry in general, but to his own 
real interests if he does not shut up shop and 
take the consequences. The Knights of 
Labor are ready to quarrel with their bread 
and butter on very slight provocation, at 
the instigation of the walking delegate. If 
the employer on his side is willing to risk 
nothing they will beat him and manage his 
business for him inevery case precisely as 
they have done in this case. Of course 
there will come a time when the employers 
are forced to make a stand. They wiil then 
make it underevery disadvantage by reason 
of not having made it earlier. 


A BILL THAT SHOULD PASS: 

The bill introduced in the Assembly by 
Mr. HAMILTON on Wednesday, to secure 
more speedy trials of cases in the District 
Attorney’s hands in this city, merits prompt 
attention on the part of our legislators. It 
has beena standing scandalinthe adminis- 
tration of justice inNew-York for years, that 
indictments, after being found against cer- 
tain classes of offenders, especially those 
charged with violating the excise laws, have 
been quietly pigeonholed, and are heard of 
no more unless special attention is called to 
them by the influence of public opinion. 
The case of the notorious Tom GOULD, who 
has finally escaped punishment by flight, is 
only one of hundreds which might tke 
enumerated, in which criminals under in- 
dictment laugh at the terrors of the law and 
continue to violate its provisions with im- 
punity, because for some reason or other 
they feel certain of immunity. They know 
that bail once secured and the indictment 
pigeonholed the chances of its ever being 
heard of again are very slight, and they act 
accordingly. 

Mr. HAMILTON’s bill is designed to pre- 
vent the continuance of this state of 
things by keeping the exact condition of 
criminal business in the District Attorney’s 
office constantly within the knowledge 
of the public. It provides that the Dis- 
trict Attorney shall notify the Controller of 
every indictment found, giving the names 
of the parties indicted, if arrested, and the 
number of each indictment when no arrests 
have followed, with the disposition made in 
each case. Every three months the list of 
indictments and their disposition must be 
printed in the City Record, thus forming a 
permanent reeord, which can be consulted 
at any time, of the criminal business of

business. No other secrets have any right 
to be held there, and the District Attorney 
should be the first to urge the passage of a 
law which will place his office above suspi- 
cion if it is faithfully executed. 


BIsMARcK’s difficulties about the septen- 
nate were all surmounted when the elections 
were over. It is not likely, however, that 
anybody, either of his supporters or of his 
opponents, expected such an enormous 
majority as that by which the bill was 
passed—227 to 31. It does not leave even a 
respectable minority, althongh the eighty- 
four members who abstained from voting 
must be reckoned with upon all other 
questions in which the bureaucracy is 
interested. Many causes have concurred, 
doubtless, to produce this result, but that 
which has been more efiicient than all the 
others put together was what BIsMARCK 
‘would describe as the appeal to German 
patriotism. In fact, it was the national 
dread of war. When a man who has the 
unquestioned power of making his words 
come true declares that a refusal to do his 
bidding will bring on a War, a nation that 
has so fresh a remembrance at Germany 
both of the horrors and of the burdens of 
war is not likely to disoblige him.

ARE THEY COMMON CARRIERS? 


THE QUESTION WHICH IS PUZZLING TH 
EXPRESS COMPANIES. 
CHicaGo, March 11,.—The position of the 
express Companies under the inter-State law has 
given rise to considerable discussion in business 
circles here, and the companies themselves hava 
apparently given the matter some attention. 
When asked to-day if the companies consid- 
ered themselves common carriers in the sense - 
implied by the inter-State commerce law, O. WL. 
Barrett, agent of the American Express Com- 
pany, said: “Wa have obtained numerous 
legai opinions on the question, but no two 
opinions agree. I think our company will. 


hold off until the Commissioners .decide just 
what the law embraces. For my part I cannot 
see how the law can possibly apply to us. We 
have no long and short hauls and own no rail- 
roads. We simply pay railroad companies so 
much a ton per mile for hauling our freight, and 
then charge our customers a fair margin forour — 
services. It seems to me that express ‘compa 
nies are more like merchants thse common 
carriers. Still, if the Commissioners inter 
pret the law so as to bring us under its 
wide-spreading mantle, it will not take us long 
to get our rates in shape to conform with it. In 
fact, we are very nearly living up to the spirit 
of the law now.” A. Wygant, agent of the United 
States Express Company, replying to the same 
question, said: “Much diversity of opinion ex- 
ists. The Pacific Express Company bods that it 
is not a common carrier under the new law. Our 
New-York .attorney shares the opinion. Other 
‘attorneys claim that we do come under the 
law. Probably nothing will be done until after 
the Commissioners give us their opinion.”

BELIEF ,THAT HE HAS CONTROL OF 

ENOUGH BALTIMORE AND OHIO STOCK 


~—THE PENNSYLVANIA'S OPPOSITION. 

BALTIMORE, March 11.—No one in Balti- 
more believes that the Baltimore and Ohio deal 
is off. The people accepted the rumors of the 
affair very incredulously at first, but they seem 
to have an abiding conviction now that itis to 
take place. The prevailing impression is thus 
clearly stated by a well known banker, whose 
relations with the Baltimore and Ohio are very 
slose: 

“Mr. Garrett has secured control of stock 
enough to carry out his share of the business.

To my certain 
knowledge he has been the owner of half of 
the Hopkins 15,000 for some time before this 
eal became known. I have not the least 
doubt that the other parties can raise the 
money. It might be a very difficult thing to 
obtain it in Baltimore; the opposition of Phila- 
felpbia would perhaps preventit. Mr. Gould, 
I see, asserts that he does not want the tele- 
graph at the offered price and will not loan 
the money to assist in the purchase, but there 
are other rich men in New-York who can con- 
trol the necessary capital and $16,000,000 


are nothard to obtain outside of Mr. Gould in 
these days, and the men who are in this enter- 

rise will have no difficulty in getting the money. 
The Pennsylvania people are circulating all 
sorts of rumors to preventit. They even threaten 
to create a stringency In the money market to 
prevent the money from being obtained. I 
think the trouble with Mr. Gould arises from the 
fact that when the Richmond Terminal Directors 
met Thursday two of them positively refused to 
allow Mr. Gould to have the Baltimore and Ohio 
Telegraph, and this enraged him, but there are 
other capitalists who were anxious to be given a 
share in the transaction.”

BROOKLYN PHILHARMONIC. 

Notwithstanding the title of ‘‘ Geistliche 
Oper,” or sacred opera, bestowed by Rubinstein 
upon his “ Paradise Lost,” first performed in St. 
Petersburg in 1876, and made known to an 
American audience for the first time in yester- 
day’s public rehearsal of the Philharmonic So- 
ciety of Brooklyn the work will scarcely be ac- 
cepted as aught but an oratorio by the public at 
large. The old-fashioned title, it is true, invites 
a comparison that the new-fangled designa- 
tion does not suggest, just as the appel- 
lation of music-drama is supposed to avert 
any parallel between the immortal works in 
which appreciable melodiousness and dramatic 
character and accent are united and latter-day 
achievyments wherein technical skill is put for- 
ward to offset a ack of inspiration and creative 
power; the difference between the typical ora- 
torios—as to scope and arrangement, be it under- 
stood—and such compositions as ‘ Paradise 


Lost” is not, however, sufficiently marked to 
convince the listener that in these productions a 
new art-form has been discovered or invented. 
It is scarcely just to apeak of a composition 
of large proportions after a single hear- 


ing, and it is at least venturesome_ to 
form an idea of its effect from a render- 
ing that would certainly have disappointed 
the composer, if it did not a not too critical 
audience; the opinion must nevertheless be ex- 
pressed that “Paradise Lost’? does not rank 
with Anton Rubinstein's happiest efforts, either 
in respect of originality, of melodic charm and 
vividness, or of brilliant instrumentation. 
Rubinstein as a composer and a@ virtuoso is a 
genius, but his powers are most clearly shown 
when they are exercised without the restraint 
of custom or precedent. When he wrote his 
“ Paradise Lost” he plainly sought to impart to it 
& more continuously dramatic tinge than isto be 
found in the ancient oratorio, to replace dry 
recitative by melodious narrative, and to sub- 
stitute for the barbaric splendor of his habitual 
orchestration instrumentation more in accord 
with the spirit of his task and with old-time 
models. To attain success in so doing greater 
owers were needed than Anton Rubinstein’s. 
n “ Paradise Lost,” in brief, he neither reaches 
the plane of the ancient masters nor his own 
highest standard. The ‘sacred work” (as it 
is called on the house bills) interpreted at 
the Brooklyn Academy of Music yesterday is 
equipped with text following Milton’s poem, 
and divided into three parts.

NEWS AT THE CAPITAL. 


GOSSIP ABOUT MR. MANNING’S SUCCESSOR 
—A PROPOSED CARNIVAL. 

WASHINGTON, March 11.—Secretary Man- 
ning’s departure has caused a renewal of inter- 
est in the subject of his successor, which has 
been flagging a little recently, and consequently 
afresh crop of rumors. Somebody saw Treas- 
urer Jordan step into the White House to-day, 
and not long afterward the report was every- 
where circulated that a final determination had 
been reached by the President as to who 
should be the new Secretary of the Treasury 


and who the new United States Treasurer. The 
report has not yet been verified, and its only 
foundation appears to be Mr. Jordan's visit, 
which happens so often that it cannot reason- 
ably be regarded as significant of anything. 
When the new Cabinet officer is announced 
everybody interested will be greatly surprised 
if Acting Secretary Fairchild is not the man. 
There are, however, a great many persons who 
believe that Mr. Jordan’s successor will be 
chosen from the West. They base this belief on 
the ground that, since the West has made such 
a strong demand for the Secretaryship, the 
President will feel obliged to give its claims 
some sort of recognition. 


Second Controller Maynard has been greatly 
annoyed by the frequent demands made upon 
him by heads of departments to reverse decisions 


which he considers are based upon a strict in- 
terpretation of the law. Ina letter to the Secre- 
tary of War, refusing to reconsider certain ac- 
tions, the Controller denies that the executive 
branch of the Government has any discretionary 
power as to expenditures of money. ‘ No dis- 
cretion is vested in the head of any depart- 
ment,’ the Controller says, ‘or even in the 
President himself, as to whether the law shall be 
obeyed or followed, and so far as the executive 
branch of the Govermment is concerned Con- 
gress has seen fit to confer exclusive jurisdiction 
upon the accounting officers to determine 
whether the expenditures of disbursing officers 
are legal or not.” i 
* 

Some of the hotel keepers and business men of 
Washington who have a horror of the duilness 
which usually marks the long. vacation of Con- 


gress, and who are therefore pushing the project 
of a big national prize drill in May, are now pro- 


posing to follow the drill with a high carnival. 


They argue that many persons who would not 
travel a rod to see soldiers drill would go a good 
many miles to see such a pageant as New-Or- 
leans presents at Mardi Gras. They have learned 
by correspondence that the costumes, floats, and 
other properties recently used in New-Orleans can 
be rented or purchased at much less than cost, 
and those among them who are familiar with 
figures. think a carnival can be got up for 
$20,000 or less. Much more than this sum the 
promoters of the project think would be left in 
Washington by .the visitors who would be at- 
tracted here by the carnival, especially if a 
masked ball was made one of the features of 
the affair. Preliminary meetings of the in- 
terested citizens have already been held and 
acommittee has been appointed to see how 
much money can be raised, If enough funds 
are secured the carnival will be given after the 
drill, and there is no reason to suppose that it 
will not be an attractive affair. 


The proper arrangement and the character of 
the data to be given in the Navy Register is 
now being considered by Commodore Walker, 


Judge-Advocate-General Remey, and Chief 
Clerk Hogg, a committee appointed for the pur- 
pose by Secretary Whitney. The Register as first 
printed for this year did not meet with the ap- 
proval of the Secretary. Besides the dtscrim- 
ination against certain officers on its first page 
there were certain innovations which Mr. Whit- 
ney desired to be introduced into the Register, 
but which escaped his memory until after the 
pamphlet had been printed and a number dis- 
tributed. There are still nearly 4,000 copies 
on hand, and these will be sold as waste paper. 
The revised Register will be out in about a 
month. The committee has agreed xpon the in- 
troduction of the dates of the promotions of 
each officer, and it is now considering other 
changes which will meet with the approval of 
naval officers. 3 

Secretary Whitney is now considering the 
plans submitted before March 7 for the 6,000- 
ton vessels, for which the successful designer 


will receive $15,000. No decision will be reached, 
however, until the arrival of Commander Chad- 
wick, naval attaché of the American Legation 
in London, Who is now en route to this country. 
Commander Chadwick has with him several de- 
signs presented at the legation by foreign ship 
designers. Heis also meee ae considerable in- 
formation gathered from English shipbuilders 
and marine architects, which, it is thought, will 
be of much value to the department. 


Supervising Architect Bell is preparing plans 
for the Post Office building at Brooklyn, N. Y., 
under the law increasing the limit of cost of 


construction from $800,000 to $1,500,000. 
These plans are subject to the approval of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, the Postmaster Gen- 
eral, and the Secretary of the Interior. Mr. Bell 
says he proposes to hurry the work on this 
building with a view to its completion within 
the next two years.

THE ST. PATRICK’S DAY PARADE. 

The Convention of Irish Societies of the 
County of New-York met last evening at Central 
Hall, 229 East Forty-seventh-street, to complete 
arrangements for the St. Patrick’s Day parade 
and subsequent jollities. President Lawrence 
T. Langan filled the chair during such time as 
he was not engaged in swinging the gavel. The 
admirers of St. Patrick had, however, come to 


transact business, and the only difficulty was to 
see that no more than one tried to hold the floor 
and the attention of the rest at the same time. 
The Committee on Military reported progress, 
especially in relation to the Sixty-ninth Regi- 
ment, which it was expected would decide to 
join in Thursday’s parade. Capt. Judge reported 
that the St. Columbias, the St. Patrick’s Alliance 
Guards, and the St. James Military Corps would 
swell the ranks.

A “ PEOPLE'S” TARIFF BILL. 
Boston, March 11.—The most novel proposi- 
tion for the preparation of a tariff reform bill 
emanates from Congressman Leopold Morse. As- 
suming that the chief difficulty in the way of secur- 
ing tariff legislation is the opposition of one faction 
to any bill emanating from the opposing faction, Mr.

Let it be in the nature of acom- 
promise; let it embrace the views of both sides; let 
it giveand take to and from both parties, and let 
representatives from the leading industries of the 
country contribute suggestions, When the material 
is all in and the bill put together, let it be given to 
the public say two months before the next meeting 
of Congress. It would represent no personal in- 
terest, no desire for notoriety, no wish to befriend 
one industry or section of the country more than an- 
other. It would be a bill of the people, for the peo- 
ple, and by the peple. Before Congress assembled 
the country would be familiar with its features and 
would havea right to expect that Congress would do 
something withit. ‘1 believe that snch abill could 
be drawn up,” said Mr. Morse, *‘and what is more. it 
could be passed by the next Congress.”

MONS—SECRETARY WHITNEY TELLS 
HOW HE HAS BOUGHT DRAWINGS. 

Lonpon, March 11.—The Telegraph asserts 
that the Admiralty has trustworthy information 
that the Russian Government received and now 
has drawings and papers connected with British 
naval designs, which were sold by the draughts- 
man Terry, who has just been discharged from 
employment in the navy yard at Chatham. 

Lord George Hamilton, First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, stated in the House of Commons this 
afternoon that no charge or allegation had been 
made by any Admiralty official against the Amer- 
ican Legation in London or directed against any 
American newspaper in connection with the 
recent scandal concerning the sale to foreigners 
of confidential information by an employe at the 
Chatham Navy Yard. Replying to a question 
whether officials were bound by oath against a 
breach of trust, Lord George said that the law 
did not cover such an offense, but that the Gov- 
ernment contemplated an amendment in that re- 
spect. At present, he said, employes were not 
bound by oath, and dismissal simply involved

After these plans had been 
received here I was frequently applied to by our 
shipbuilders to let them have copies. It was the 
first time that detailed working drawings had 
been had of an _ entire ae and it then 
occurred to me that it would be an excellent 
plan to reproduce the machinery of these two 
“vessels in two of the five ships that we were 
about to build, and this course was earnestly 
urged upon me by the shipbuilders who exam- 
ined the plans. Letters have been written to me 
to that effect by Mr. Roach’s expert, Mr. Faron, 
by the Harlan & Hollingsworth Company 
Cramp & Sons, and the Union Iron Works, of 
San Francisco. This was the course finally 
adopted by me. Many of the arrangements of 
the ships have been changed, conforming them 
to our types, but the machinery will be dupli- 
catedin two of those that are now under con- 
tract. The effect has been,in my judgment, to 
call the attention of our own people to the fact 
that we have not kept up to the proper standard 
in the way of producing power for machinery. 

“In the case of the Boston and Atlanta the 
guarantee of the contractor was that with 664 
tons of machinery, he will produce 3,500 horse 
power. The guarante® of the contractor who is 
reproducing the Naniwa-Kan's machinery 18 that 
with 710 tons he will produce 7,000 horse 
power, andin the case of cruiser No. 3, also 
foreign machinery, the guarantee is that with 
900 tons 9,000 horse power shall be produced. 
It will be seen that the effectiveness of the ma- 
chinery in producing horse poweris nearly twice 
that required by the contract upon the Boston 
and Atlanta. In these latter cases one ton of 
machinery is guaranteed to produce a little over 
five horse power, and in the cases of cruisers Nos, 
2 and 3 a ton 1s guaranteed to produce nearly 10 
horse power per ton. All this, it will be seen, is 
stimulating to our own people, and in the end 
they will probably succeed in doing as well, 
these results show, or better.” 

The Secretary characterizes as ridiculous the 
idea that the department’s advertisement so- 
liciting the submission of designs can be regard- 
ed as an attempt to bribe foreign naval officers, 
and on this point he says: “The advertisement 
simply copied a statute passed in 1882, which 
provided that ‘before any of the vessels hereby 
authorized shall be contracted for or commenced 
the Secretary of the Navy shall, by proper public 
advertisement and notice, invite all engineers 
and mechanics of established reputation, and all 
reputable manufacturers of vessels, steam en- 
gines, boilers, and ordnance, having or controlling 
reguiar establishments, and being engaged in 
the business, all officers of the navy,and especially 
all paval constructors, steam engineers, and 
ordnance officers of the navy,’ to submit designs. 
This advertisement was written in the form in 
which it had always been put out, and which 
the law indicated. It was published in England 
and France in order to bring it to the attention 
of the persons referred to by the law as en- 
gineers and mechanics of established reputation 
and all reputable manufacturers of vessels, 
steam engines, boilers, and so on, and had no 
reference whatever to any naval officers abroad. 
It would have been, of course, absurd to publish - 
such a thing if that had been the intention. 
The advertisement was a copy of the one which 
had been inserted before, and which was in 
accordance with the statute.”

firm on commission. The firm replied to many of 
these letters granting the necessary authority, but 
never received any money, Armed with Arbuckle 
& Co.'s letters, Which Postmasters were instructed 
to forward to * Box 45 Bellaire,” Dobler made col- 
lections right and left and soon branched out here 
as a real estate owner, building last year one of the 
handsomest residences in the city. He explained 
this to inquiring minds by saying he had received a 
tortune from Germany. His rascalities have not been

DETAILS OF THE WORK OF THE PAS- 

SENGER AND FREIGHT MANAGERS 

UNDER THE INTER-STATE LAW. 
¥ The heads of most of the trunk lines met 
fn Commissioner Fink’s office yesterday and set 
their seal upon the work done by the committees 
which haye outlined the policy the Eastern 
roads are to pursue when the Inter-State Com- 
merce bill goes into effect. With the Presidents 
came other high officials, who had advice to give 
on mooted points, or who desired to attend the 
passenger agents’ meeting, which began the 
business of the day. 

President Roberts, Vice-President Thomson, 
General Freight Traffic Agent Wilson, and As- 
sistant General Passenger Agent Boyd repre- 
sented the..Pennsyivania Road; President

No repre- 
sentatives of the Grand Trunk were present, for 
that com held a meeting of its own in Mon- 
treal yeaterday. President Robert Garrett, of 
the Baltimore and Ohio, would have found a 
reat many gentlemen who were anxious to see 
fim if he visited Commissioner Fink’s office. 
. Oommissioner Pierson presided at the passen- 
ger meeting, whose principal business was to« 
fie subject of second class fares. The 
Lower sate is not liked by the roads of the Central 
Traffic Associatiof, and the lines west of Chicago 
have done away with it, but the Eastern agents 
showed themselves opposed to abolishing it. 
By this action of the committee a person desir- 
ing to go West can get a second class rate as far 
as Chicego; but beyond that city he will have to 
travel first class. ‘ 

After the passenger meoting came the con- 
clave of the dents. It was not along meet- 
ing. but it was a very important one, as its 
action finally settied the point that the trunk 
tines would adopt the policy mapped out and in- 
dorsed at the previous meetings of the joint 
committee. President Roberts was in the chair, 
and Commissioner Fink served as Secretary. 
Both the freight and passenger reports were 
adopted, “with slight ameadments,” Mr. Fink 
afterward explained. The principal features of 
the reports have been given by THE TIMES, but 

rther details follow. in the account of its 

bors the Special Classification Committee says: 


“We adopted asa working basis the existing west- 
bound rates, New-York to Chicago, introducing an 
extra class between the present fourth and special. 
During the first session of your committee it seemed 
as though it would be almost impossible to reconcile 
the existing between the east and west 
dbound classifications. Amn examination of the sta- 
tistics showed that the first six classes of the thirteen 
comprised but € per cent. of the east-bound tonnage. 
* * * Jn revising and consolidating we have been 
led to adopt the theory that to all intents 
and pw the first three classes might 
he te fixed classes, and the three lower ones, 
Yates that could be changed atany time. We have 
‘classified all articles under the six classes, except cot- 
ton, live stock, (carload,) and dressed meats, (carload, ) 
This may require for some roads special tariffs be- 
tween certain points on certain crude articles, such 
Ss pig iron, rough stone, land plaster, petroleum, &c., 
but, as a rule, the classification as prepared can be 
adopted and used, and it will be found beneficial to 
have every article named in a class to use between 
points where special tariffs are not necessary. 

“ At first it was thought we would have to adopt 

claims for special articles, such as grain, 
ions, lumber, &c.; but, on carefully consiier- 

g the question, it was decided best to place thein 
in classes al y provided, so that local rates and 
eiussifications could be fixed, and in cases where 
necessity required a change on certain articles 
sooh cles could, by circular, be taken from its 
class (as has ‘eeen done in several instances in the 
past) and a special class or tariff provided.” 

it was the classification Committee’s intention 
to make the west-bound rate 75 cents, 60 cents, 
and 45 cents as against east-bound 85 cents, 
65 cents. and 50 cents on the first three 

but a special rate committee made 
both tariffs the same, and, as THE TIMES an- 
nounced, made the uniform rate, east or 
‘weet, 75, 63, 50, 35, 30, and 25 cents for 
the six classes. Among the points made by Com- 
missioner Blanchard’s sub-committee was one 
that “ Where through rates are quoted by agree- 
ment to any pomt on any railroad, no rate be 
given or bill of lading issued at hicher rates to 
any shorter intermediate points on the same 
line.” It was adopted by the joint committee, 
and went on with the rest of the report to the 
Presidents. Another clause was: 

“Traffic in connection with the Pacific coast routes 
@aatwardly may be taken at 28 per cent. of the 
through rate, as the proportion from Chicago to the 
seaboard, as heretofore, with the minimum of 25 cents 
from Chicago to New-York; provided, the trans- 
continental lines do not charge more from any point 
east of the Pacific coast to any intermediate point 
West of the Atlantic seaboard.” 


Under the head of differential rates the Chesa- 
peake and Qhio route, via rail and water, on 
éast-bound and west-bound traffic between sea- 
board cities and western points north of the 
Ohio River, including Louisville, on insured bills 
ofiading, was given this differential on the re- 
spective classes: 8, 6, 4, 3, 2, 2, (cotton, east 
bound,) 2. The same differentials were given 
on west-bound traffic via the Central Vermont 
route. East from Milwaukee, on the lake route, 
the differentials may be 6, 5, 4, 2, 2, 2 below all- 
rail routes. The differentials to and from Balti- 
more and Philadelphia will be continued. The 
basis of ratesfrom Western points to Albany 
and points taking Albany rates were recom- 
mended as follows: On first class, 10 cents be- 
low New-York; on second and third classes, 5 
cents, and on cotton, 5 cents. 

In its report the Passeuger Committee de- 
clares the tariffs now im force for regular and 
differential fares of the first class in tne terri- 
tory of the joint committee to be just as reason- 
able. It recommends that the sale of mileage 
tickets be discontinued as soon as the consent of 
ali the roads not present at the mecting and 
whose assent is required can be obtained, and 
that the limit of those sold shall not go beyond 
fey pe 1887. Forty-one companies concurred 
in this and another took it under consideration, 
An excursion ticket is defined as “around trip 
ticket sold at a reduced rate toa person who, 
under certain conditions, desires to make a jour- 
hey within a given time toa given point and re- 
turn.” On the intention of the law regarding ex- 
cursions two reports were given. One, the ma 
jority report, said: 

“We believe that it is the intention of the law to 
leave all the questions of restriction, limitation, 
place. and fares for the sale of excursion tickets in 

© discretion of the railway companies interested, 
respectively, within reasonable limits.” 

The other, from the minority, was: 


“ We believe that if excursion rates are made they 

should, under the law, be so made as not to unjustly 

inate between persons, 

ities, or any particular description of trafiic, and 

that such rates should conform to the long and short 
haul feature of the law.”

Seen It practically means that excursions can 

run very nearly as at present. 

The committee’s report favored the abolition 
of commissions to agents, aud recommended 
that ae of the companies be prohibited from 
receiving commissions from other lines. A form 
for eements as to through fares on connect- 
ing lines, to be within the rules of the law, was 
adopted. It says: 


“Itis deemed advisable te ask whether you de- 
sire this company to continue to act, until further 
notice, as agent for your company in the issuance of 
such forms of through tickets as are now on sale by 
this company, and at such fares as have already 
been agreed between us as to points on or reached 
by way of your road. Itis impracticable to submit 

© new tarifis in detail, ‘but they will be made to 
conform to the law, in conference with the repre- 
sentatives of ka etmcen J routes, and in accordance 
with the usua and recognized principles 
for constructing such tariifs. When once 
established these joint tariffs will be strictly 
ath: to this company until formally 
changed and the changes advised to the Commission- 
ere as prescribed by law. In view of the severe 

malties to be inflicted in cases of violations of the 
aw, this company cannot consent to act as agent for 
any other company in the issuance of through tick- 
ets unless notified that it is authorized to so act, 
that the proposed joint tariffs will be satisfactory 
for the time, and that the companies whose au- 
thority is thus obtained will refrain from the pay- 
ment of acommission, drawback, rebate, or any 
form of consideration to the agents or employes of 
this company, or to any other person or persons on 
account of the purchase or sale of this company’s 
issue of tickets in the territory adjacent to our line.” 


When differential fares are necessary the re- 
port favors their establishment by consultation 
and agreement between the railroad companies 


Interested. Of the long and short haul clause it 
says: 


“Inthe case of greater charge for a shorter dis- 
tance, by reason of the competition of water lines or 
otherwise, your committee believe that they have 
no rightto permit such fares to continue or to be 
made without the authorization of the National 
Commission. For instance, a special limited rate of 
60 cents is made between Wilmington and Philadel. 
pais by reason of river competition, while the regu- 
4arTate between Philadelphia and the next station 
north of Wilmington is 72 cents. Hither the local 
rate should be reduced to the Philadelphia basis or 
the National Commission should authorize an ex- 
teption, and so of ali analugous cases.” 

While all pool arrangements must cease when 
the aw goes into effect, the report recommends 
that in other respects the organization, the agree- 
ments, and the business of the Trunk Line Pas- 
senger Committee and the Central Tratiic Asso- 
ciation (passenger department) continue us here- 
tofore. 

When these reports had been adopted by the 
Presidents there was little more to be done. All 
contracts relating to pooling will have to be dis- 
solved and new ones be made to go into effect on 
April 5. Resolutions to that effect were adopted. 
Bur in other respects the business of the trunk 
line organization will be continued and Commis- 
sioner Fink will be a Commissioner still, even 
after the pool has departed.

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SEVENTH REGIMENT TROUBLES, 

Bee cage al 

THEY BREAK FORTH ANEW OVER A 
REPORT FROM THE OFFICERS. 

The officers and veterans of the Seventh 
Regiment are still in a state of dissension, owing 
toareport just published by the Beard of Of- 
ficers. The veterans thought that after their 
meeting of Jan. 10 last everything was settled. 
It is true that they did not entirely accept the 
agreement of August, 1886, between Col. Locke 
W. Winchester, of the veterans, and Col. Emmons 
Clark, of the regiment; but they modified it in 
what they thought to be a satisfactory manner. 

They recommended for consideration a proposi- 
tion to limit future membership in the veterans 
to persons not serving in the active regiment, 


or to persons above the age of 30 years, or to 
both, so that it would take a term of at least 
12 years of service before a young man entering 
the service at 18 years of age could join the 
Veteran Association. As to the proposed change 
of insignia, the committee declared that the ap- 
propriate insignia of rank should be worn on 
proper occasions, but not necessarily on the 
shoulder, or in such a way as to confound it with 
the insignia worn by the National Guard or the 
United States Army. They asked that the Board 
of Management amend the constitution and by- 
laws for the purpose of hereafter limiting mem- 
bership in the organization as mentioned above. 

Col. Loeke W. Winchester concurred in the 
committee’s amended report, and Gen. Eebert 
L. Viele wrote from Washington indorsing its 
action. Mr. Russell Dart thanked the commit- 
tee for its work, the veterans unanimously 
adopted the report, and everything seemed to be 
placed on a satisfactory basis, The committee of 
veterans consisted of Gen. H. E. Tremain, Gen. 
G. H. McKibbin, Col. Samuel Truesdell, and 
Col. Floyd: Clarkson. 

Now comes the report just published py the 
Board of Officers of the regiment, headed by 
Lieut.-Col. George Moore Smith, which makes 
dissension again rife. Tbey say that the com- 
mittee greatly regrets the action of the Veterans’ 
Association, disapproving and rejecting the 
agreement between Col. Winchester and Col. 
Clark. “The disapproval of all concessions 
made to the regiment in that agreement,” they 
say, ‘and the approval only of the concessions 
made to the association can only be regarded as 
arejection of the compact by the Veterans’ As- 
sociation. This agreement has been officially 
approved by the Board of Officers of the regi- 
ment and by the Board of Management of the 
association, and was heartily sanctioned by the 
friends of the regiment and the public gen- 
erally, and being a fair and equitable 
compromise it was confidently believed that its 
indorsement by the Veterans’ Association would 
secure entire harmony in the future between 
the President and former members of the 
regiment.” The committee expressed the 
hope and belief that the time was not 
distant when the Veterans’ Association of 
the Seventh Regiment would divest itself of all 
military characteristics and thereby forever es- 
tablish peaceful and harmonious relations be- 
tween present and former members of. the regi- 
ment. Such an important and desirable result 
could only be accomplished by the deliberate 
actions of the members of the Veterans’. Associ- 
ation who desired that it should be entirely in 
accord with the Seventh Regiment and its 
oflicers. 

“Butitis not likely to be accomplished,” the 
report continues, “if those members of the 
Veterans’ Association who object to the use of 
military titles, military uniforms, and the insig- 
nia of military rank continue in the future, as in 
the past, to absent themselves from the meet- 
ings of the association and take no part in its 

roceedings. Your committee believes that there 
sno necessity for any unpleasant controversy 
in discussing the existing differences, and that 
in the future such discussion can be calm and 
temperate and within the association rather 
than between the regiment or its officers and the 
association.” 

“T am thoroughly tired of the subject,” said 
Col. Locke W. Winchester yesterday. ‘ We hope 
the matter will be settled quietly, but it will 
take time. Idon’t think anv immediate action 
will be taken. It is hard to settle a matter where 
80 Many men areinvolved. We want to arrange 
things quietly and have as little disturbance as it 
is possible to have under the circumstances.” 


BUYING DOCK PROPERTY. 


THE ELEVATED ROAD PREPARING FOR 
WAR IN TIME OF PEACE. 

Through a down-town real estate firm the 
elevated railroad company has lately been ac- 
quiring about 500 feet of water front and other 
property near the upper end of the Third- 
avenue line. The purchase has excited a good 
deal ofinterest in that section of the city. The 
water frontage extends from 200 feet west of 
Second-avenue to about 300 feet east of it. 

Itis believed that the chief motive that has 
impelled the purchase has grown out of a deter- 


mination to establish a large coaling station as a 
measure of precaution agaiust another strike. 
During the recent trouble coal had to be , & 
plied by a roundabout route, and the spectacle 
was presented of trains of coal cars traveling 
over the elevated tracks to stations where they 
could be emptied. While the ree Lage happened 
to be ample, another strike might cut off that 
source. The management have concluded thata 
station at which a large supply can be stored 
presents the only means of insuring the com- 
pany against serious trouble. The plan is said 
to include the construction of docks and sheds. 
Vessels may thus deliver cargoes in bulk, saving 
the company largely on transportation account 
and providing storage sufficient for any emer- 
gency that may be reasonably conceived. 

The company’s agents have deciared that the 
purchases were designed simply to facilitate 
travel, and that it was the intention to remove 
the station at One Hundred and Twenty-ninth- 
street and to connect the Third and Second ave- 
nue roads by tracks through that street, with a 
station midway between the avenues. As travel 
near the upperend of the Third-avenue line 1s 
often seriously delayed, especially during the 
busy hours, the explanation offered was re- 
garded as plausible, and people were glad to 
think that relief was in prospect. Three pieces 
of property, making 205 feet front on the south 
side of One Hundred and Twenty-ninth-street 
and having a frontage of about half a block on 
Second-avenue, passed to the company for 
$72,000. Then an effort was made to se- 
cure property on the north side of the 
street, aud lines were put out at the 
same time to haulin other river front property 
at One Hundred and Twenty-eighth-street. Al- 
ready, by a purchase made some years ago, the 
company had‘acquired one piece of river front 
property at that point. The largest river front 
owner declined to sell. He has a mili and needs 
the frontage. One of the others put a price on 
his lots which the company declined to consider. 
D. P. Ingraham, who owned the property at One 
Hundred and MTwenty-eighth-street, asked 
$80,000 for it. The company offered him 
$65,000. He declined to accept any such sum, 
and the company threatened proceedings to 
have the property condemned. Instead of yield- 
ing he employed lawyers who discovered a 
clause in the company’s charter, which makes 
such @ proceeding on the company’s part im- 
possible. Then the company paid him $80,000. 

When this evidence of the company’s purpose 
to acquire water frout property came out, and 
not until then, was the use to which the property 
isto be put, suspected. It is rather a serious 
thing for Harlem shippers, because it takes 
away oneortwo docks and leaves for general 
use only the public dock at the head of Second- 
avenue. Unless the proposed dock at One Hund- 
red and Twenty-fifth-street shall be soon tin- 
ished much inconvenience will be experienced.

TRADE IN DAIRY PRODUCTS. 

Statistics compiled by the New-York Mer- 
cantile Exchange show that during February 
there were 74,794 packages of butter received, 
against 70,263 in the same month last year. 
Cheese lost greatly in receipt, only 32,132 
boxes being received, as against 56,861 in 1886. 
The receipts of eggs have been much heavier, 
being 26,394 barrels and 52,026 cases, against 
11,854 barrels and 18,169 cases last February. 
There were 4,897 packages of oleomargarine re- 
ceived during the month, exclusive of Rhode 
Island shipments. In exports butter has lost 
3,991 packages, February exports, being 4,280. 
Cheese exported amounted to 22,024 boxes, 
showing a loss of 42,001 boxes, Oleomarga- 
rine shows a gain, the amount shipped this 
year being 13,335, against 5,733. In prices 
extra Western creamery butter has averaged 
25 cents to 27 cents, against 324 cents to 
341 cents. Fancy full cream cheese was 13% 
cents to 1353 cents, as against 97, cents to 1048 
cents. Western tirsts eggs, 19% cents to 204 
cents, against 2245 cents to 234 cents,

Precinct and Twenty-third Sub (Grand Central) 
Precinct, and eight Sergeantcies; also to fill va- 
cancies to be created by the retirement of Capts, 
Petty, of the Twelfth Precinct, and Bennett, 
of the Thirty-third Precinct, both old and 
infirm men. As the Civil Service Board of 
Examiners send, if there are enough candidates, 
an eligible list of three times as many men as 
there are vacancie., in order to afford ample 
choice, in this case they could send in the names 
of three Captains, 12 Sergeants, and 24 Rounds- 
men, if such a number of each grade should pass 
the examination. 

The certificates of character to be submitted 
from the Police Commissioners, to whom they 
are supplied by the Police Examiners—Supcrin- 
tendent Murray for candidates for the Inspector- 
ship, and Inspectors Byrnes, Dilks, and Steers 
for candidates for Captaincies and Sergeantcies 
—and by whom they can be rejected or indorsed, 
will, when attesting the spotless character of 
candidates, be passed upon by the Examining 
Board alone, without reference tothe Super- 
visory Board. But persons whose names are 
submitted for promotion, against whom charges 
have been made, will be passed upon by the 
Supervisory Board in conjunction with the Ex- 
amining Board. There have been no changes 
since Jan. 1 in the Supervisory Board, which 
consists of Everett P. Wheeler, (Chairman,) Ed- 
win L. Godkin, BE. Randolph Robinson, and Lee 
Phillips, Secretary and Executive Oiticer. 

Examinations have just been held for Inspect- 
ors of Sewers, for Inspectors of Lamps and Gas, 
and for Assistant Foreman of the Street-Clean- 
ing Department. Several men have been certi- 
fied for promotion in the different departments. 
On Friday, March 11, examinations were held 
of stenographers, typewriters, and copyists with 
the pen. There were male and female applicants. 
The stenographic applicants are required to 
possess, in order to be successful, the ability 
to write 120 words a minute cerrectly. 
The examiners take the time they occupy 
in taking down the words from dictation and the 
time they spend in reading their notes, and note 
the accuracy with which they read. The type- 
writers, copyists, and stenographers are tested 
in spelling, grammar, punctuation, and arithme- 
tic. The typewriters must be able to write with 
reasonabie correctness 50 words a minute from 
dictation and 25 words a minute when tran- 
seribing by themselves. 

The third annual report of the Municipal Civil 
Service Board of New-York City is in course of 

oreparation, and copies will be ready for the 

fayor and other city officials in about two 
weeks. Inabont a month copies will be ready 
for general distribution. The revised regulations 
and the statute with the amendments and the 
statistics wiil be printed. The questions will not 


be printed. 

STILL SHEKING ONE MORE. 
THE PLACE OF ONE JUROR IN THE 
CLEARY CASE STILL VACANT. 

The search for jurorsin the Cleary trial 
is very like the puppet game in vogue at Coney 
Island. No sooner are 12 human figures ar- 
ranged in the jury box than either the prosecu- 
tion or the defense takes a shy atit with a per- 
emptory challenge, and oueis bowled out, The 
ninth day began with the acceptance of Morris 
Falkenan, a jeweler at 40 Maiden-lane. The 
prosecution then gave the foreman, Timothy 
Muleahy, his liberty by a peremptory challenge, 


Alexander J. Bachman, a diamond dealer at 9 
Maiden-lane, obtained the seat of foreman, but 
Howard Leckwood, the seventh juror, who had 
created a favorable impression upon his exam- 
ination, was prompty and peremptorily chal- 
lenged by the defense. Andrew J. Bastine, a 
dealer in extracts at 41 Warren-street, although 
he had an impression from reading the newspa- 
per, rejoiced in an unbiased intellect. The de- 
tense tried to uzzle him with words and empha- 
sis, and then challenged him, but Judge Barrett 
overruled the challenge. 

Horace A, Foote, the eleventh juror, was then 
peremptorily challenged by the defense. His 
place was soon filled by William Delamater, the 
iron manufacturer, of 421 West Twentieth- 
street. He completed the dozen, but Anditew J. 
Bastine was removed from his comfortable seat 
by the sixteenth peremptory challenge of the de- 
fense. Judge Barrett then adjourned the court 
until Monday morning at 11 o’clock. There is some 
prospect that a jury will be secured on Monday,as 
the defense has only four peremptory challenges 
left to eight for the people,

MR. CHARLIER’S PROFITS. 

The trial of the suit of the Panama Rail- 
road Company against Elie Stacy Charlier and 
Clement Dupuy, its former employes, in which 
they are charged with embezzling $50,000 be- 
longing to the company while they were keeping 


its books at Aspinwall, in 1885, was continued 
in the Supreme Court, yesterday, before Judge 
Donohue. Mr. Charlier continued his testimony. 
He admitted that he did a large exchange busi- 
ness on his own account during the Summer of 
1885. He explained this by saying that he took 
a considerable sum of United States money in 
bank bills to the isthmus when he went there, 
and that he exchanged this for the 
silver currency of the United States of 
Colombia with great profit to himself. He 
also exchanged the silver currency of the 
country for gold with good advantage to him- 
self. He said that he had good credit with the 
firm of Decker, Howell & Co., bankers, of this 
city, and has sold drafts on them at a premium 
of 22 per cent. to the business men of Colon, He 
sold gold, too, to the laborsers on the railroad, 
10,000 of whom left theisthmus for Jamaica after 
the insurrection, and he made a large profit on 
these transactions. He did not appropriate any 
of the money belonging to the canal company or 
to the railroad company and use itin his busi- 


ness. 

He said that he left $8,000 belonging to him- 
self in the company’s safe at Aspinwall when he 
returned to New-York inthe Fallot 1885,as 
well as a receipt discharging him from all liabil- 
ity to the company. The case will go on Monday.

PRICE OF A THRASHING. 

In the Superior Court, over which Judge 
Freedman presides, the jury yesterday decided 
that $400 is about the price which one boarding 
house keeper ought to pay when he thrashes an- 
other boarding house keeper. 

Solomon Goldschmidt keeps an immigrant 
boarding house at 86 Greenwich-street.. On 
Christmas Day, 1885, he successfully “ran in” 
two Scandinavians who had just emergea from 
Castle Garden. This excited the ire of John 
Fischer, who kept a rival establishment at 66 
Greenwich-street, and after a war of words 
Goldschmidt swears that Fischer, with the aid 
ot his son and two friends, attacked him, threw 
him down, and jumped on his prostrate fori. 
He claimed $2,000 damages. 

When the case was called Fischer’s counsel 
was sick, and Judge Freedman made him go on 
with only his counsel's clerk for alawyer. He 
went before Judge O’Gorman after the verdict 
and got an order requiring Goldschmidt to show 
cause next Monday why the verdict should not 
be set aside,

MRS. MORGAN’S TREASURES. 
AUCTION SALE OF HER FURNITURE, BRIC- 
A-BRAC, AND TABLE SERVICE. 

The household furniture of Mrs. Mary J. 
Morgan, the deceased art collector, with all of 
the bric-&-brac, silver, and bronzes not disposed 
of at the sale a year ago, was sold at public auc- 
tion yesterday at the Morgan residence, 7 East 
Twenty-sixth-street. Thomas E. Kirby, of the 
American Art Association, was the auctioneer. 
The sale began at 10:30 o'clock, and was not 
eoncluded until late in the afternoon. During 
that time fully 500 people dropped in, either to 
buy or look on, and as soon as they left their 
places were quickly supplied. Nearly 500 lots 
were disposed of, and the aggregate of the sale 


will reach $30,000, although the auctioneer’s 
clerks, at alate hour, were unable to give any 
very definite figures. The prices obtained were 
6 ceripeae like the original cost of the arti- 
cles. 

There were not many individual buyers; deal- 
ers and brokers for connections of the Morgan 
family secured most of the bargains. The prin- 
cipal buyers were Edgar 8. Allien, of 174 Fifth- 
avenue; L. F. Boys, of 23 Union-square; Cottier 
& Co., of 144 Fitth-avenne, all dealers in an- 
tiques; brokers who gave the names of “ Ray- 
mond,” ‘“* Parker,” ** Hahn,” and “ Nichols,” and 
James Quintard, Mrs. Morgan’s son-in-law. The 
sale begun in the dining room down stairs and 
was carried on up stairs through every room 
in the house. Of the dining room lot 
Mr. Allien got the carved oak _ side- 
boards, extension tables, chairs, buffet, French 
plate, mirror and mantel ornaments, everything 
except the glass and silver, for $1,030. The 
original cost of these articles was $6,280. In 
the china, a Limoges dinner, dessert, and tea 
service, of 257 pieces, went for $365. Of the 
drawing room furniture Mr. Allien took two 
carved, ebonized, and inlaid étagéres for $315 
each; “* Raymond,” a rosewood cabinet, carved 
and inlaid with brass and mother of near), with a 
mirror and fabric back, for $950; Mr. Quintard, 
the drawing room suit of 11 pieces, rosewood 
frames, mauve silk plush upholstery, for $650, 
and * Hahn,” a rosewood cabinet, carved and in- 
laid with pearl, and with metal work panels, for 
$1,600. A solid silver mechanical steamboat, 
with musical box attachment, went to ‘“ Hahn” 
for $1,600, and a seven-and-a-quarter octave 
parlor grand pianoforte, with rosewood case, 
sold for $850. 

The great lot of the sale was the cameo flint 
glass service of 222 pieces, made to order by 
Webb, of London, from original designs fur- 
nished by Tiffany & Co., and which cost $18,000, 
At the sale a year ago it was offered, but Mr. 
Kirby refused to start it at $3,000, and with- 
drew it at $5,000. It was sold at noon yester- 
day, and there was great curiosity to see what it 
would bring. It was started at $1,000, then 
went to $1,200, $1,300, $1,350, $1,400, $1,475,

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DIMES AND PHOTOGRAPHY. 

A ROMAN, NOT NOBLE, DISCOVERS THEIR 
MYSTERIOUS RELATION, 

One day some months ago, when the air 
was soft and warm and the heavens bright with 
blue, an itinerant photographer stopped near 
Third-avenue and Twelfth-street and took a pict- 
ure of a prosaic peanut stand. Some Italians 
stood about the wooden box of fruit and 
nuts and felt pleased to be the objects 
of such attention. Georgio Coppazzato was 
the big man of the occasion. Georgio 
is a child of degenerate Rome, with a face 
that an artist searching for lines of beauty and 
honesty would let alone. Georgio came to this 


country some long time ago, then he went back 
to his own land, but again sailed for America, 
and on this visit has made a two months’ stay. 
He saw the picture that the itinerant photo- 
grapher made of his stand for the first time 
yesterday. And when he found out why the 
photograph was taken he was not pleased at all. 
His eyes fired up, and then his face fell and he 
whitened as much as a swarthy, low-browed 
Italian can. 

When the negative of the fruit stand was taken 
Georgio was asuspect. The traveling artist was 
in the employ of Secret Service agents, and that 
was their way of making sure of his identifica- 
tionin case he should #e really the man they 
thought was helping to send out s0 many coun- 
terfeit silver dimes and quarters and halves and 
dollars. The Government watchers looked after 
the corner fruit storeclosely. Francis W. Black- 
burn, one of the special officers, bought a pint of 
peanuts of Georgio one day and got nine ten-cent 
pieces in his change, besides sundry penneis. 
One of those dimes was bogus. Other men who 
bought peanuts met the same luck in their 
change. Then they swooped down on the Italian 
and put gyves upon his wrists. In the stand was 
one counterfeit dime, and hidden in Georgio’s 
cellar room, wrapped up in tissue paper and 
stuck in a chink in the wall, were three more 
coins, and in another place 11 bad dimes besides. 

Unhappy Georgio swears he doesn’t know 
where those coins came from. Mr. Drummond, 
of the Secret Service, says he is one of a gang of 
distributors of bogus coin made by an Italian 
company somewhere in or near New-York, and 
which dribbles out into the palms of the people 
from scores of places kept by the Italian imini- 
grants. This story was told before Commis- 
sioner Shields yesterday, and Coppazzato was 
held in $1,500 bail. His hearing goes on to-day.

DEOLINED TO BE EMPEROR. 

Franz Bonoth arrived herea few months 
ago from Konigsburg, and since that time has 
been posing as Secretary of the Chinese Embas- 
sy.

DETECTIVE PRICE'S STORIES. 
TWO AFFIDAVITS ABOUT A NOTORIOUS 
UP-TOWN RESORT. 

L, C. Waebhner went into the Supreme 
Court, Chambers, accompanied by William Mc- 
Mahon, the owner of the Haymarket, and De- 
tective Price, of Capt. Williams’s precinct, 
yesterday furenoon, and, with great indignation, 
asked Judge Patterson to dissolve the injunc- 
tion restraining Mr. McMahon from “ running’ 
his strictly moral entertainment. He based his 
application chiefly on the ground that Detective 
Price did not swear to the affidavit upon which 


the injunction was granted, and that the certifi- 
cate which said that he did was a base forgery, 
concocted in the Corporation Counsel’s ottice. 
He said that Detective Price was ready to make 
a statement to the court contradicting the mate- 
rial allegations in his affidavit and showing that 
he never swore toit. Judge Patterson said that 
he preferred to have Detective Price make a new 
affidavit and be sure to swear to it, and declined 
to listen to an oral address from that gentleman. 

At 3 o’clock Mr. Waehner appeared again, ac- 
companied by Detective Price and Mr. McMahon. 
During the recess Detective Price had made a 
written. statement, but he declined to swear to it 
until Judge Patterson ordered him to. He was 
ordered to signit. Then the afidavit was read. 
He denied that he had ever sworn tothe affidavit 
upon which the injunction was granted, but ad- 
mitted that he had signed it, in accordance 
with orders which Capt. Williams had given 
him. Then he _ stated what he had seen 
when he visited the Haymarket the evening of 
Washington’s Birthday. Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Scott, who appeared for the city, re- 
marked that the new affidavit made out as bad a 
‘case against the Haymarketas the old one. In the 
new affidavit Detective Price swore that on the 
evening in question an admission fee of 25 cents 
for each person was charged, although he him- 
self paid nothing; that there was an orchestra; 
that there were dancers on the floor, and tables 
in the gallery where visitors sat and partook of 
drinks ana cigars. 

Mr. Scott produced the affidavit of Terence 
O’Brien, a notary public.and clerk in the Corpo- 
ration Counsel's oflice, that Detective Price did 
swear before him to the first aflidavit, upon 
which the injunction was granted, and he argued 
that the performance by an orchestrain a place 
like the Haymarket, to get into which an admis- 
sien fee was charged, was against the provisions 
of the statute, 

Mr. Waehner then read an affidavit by James 
MecCullom, the President of the Victory Associa- 
tion, in which he swore that on the evening of 
Feb. 22, when Detective Priee visited the Hay- 
market, that establishment was hired by his as- 
sociation, and that all the proceeds of the even- 
ing’s entertainment weat to its treasury, ex- 
cept the admission fees, which were not really 
admission fees, but were * hat room” fees. Mr. 
Wachner askéd Judge Patterson to dissolve the 
injunction, promising to tile an answer to the 
complaint of the Corporation Counsel and be 
ready to try the case on its merits in the oo 
Term of the Supreme Court next Monday.

JEALOUSY, DISGUISES, AND HATCHETS

Abt this 
juncture Supervisor Lewis Platt and his son and 
several others, bearing the disturbance from the 
outside, rushed in and sueceeded in separating 
the combatants, who presented a sorry spec- 
tacle. During the confusion Mrs. See Ng 
peared from the scene and went home. It is said 
that Mr. See will commence a suit for divorce, 
and also an action against the Justice for having 
thus broken up his home.

CUSTOM HOUSE CHANGES ADVISED. 


Collector Mugone had been only a short 
time in office when he appointed a commission 
with instructions to report on the condition of 
the various departments of the Customs Service 
and embody in the report any recommendations 


that would tend to simplify the service. Less 
than two months ago the commission made a 
partial report. In this report were several rec- 
ommendations, which were acted upon. The 
commission made another report yesterday, and 
if the recommendations contained in it are 
adopted the service, in Collector Magone’s opin- 
ion, will be considerably improved. The com- 
mission recommends that the work of the Cus- 
tom House be rotated through the various 
divisions in the following order: 


First Division.—The entry of vessels and al] mat- 
ters relating to entrance and clearance and records 
pertaining to vessel presen. 

Second Division.—The entry of merchandise. 

Third Division.—Warehousing and withdrawal of 
merchandise. 

fourth Division.—Cashiers; payment of duties. 

Fifth Division.—Public stores; receipt and deliv- 
ery of packages sent to Appraisers for examination. 

Sizth Division.—Bonded warehouses; their super- 
vision and the custody of their contents. 

Seventh Division.—Liquidations; embracing final 
computations of duty. 

Righth Divisiun.—Drawbacks. 

Ninth Division.—Law; care of suits brought by 
and against the Collector. 

Tenth Division.—Disbursements; 
drawbacks, “refunds,” and salaries. 

Eleventh Division.—Auditors ; final accounting. 


Under this plan the sixth, seventh, eighth, 
and tenth divisions will be new. The eighth, 
though informally, has been practically recon- 
structed. The present sixth will be abolished 
and consolidated with the legal and entrance 
divisions. The commission also recommends that 
salaries be rated accordiug to the work done. 
The lowest salary recommended is $1,000 and 
is attached to such work as recording. The re- 
port has been forwarded to the Secretary of the 
‘Treasury for his approval or dissent.

A BROKER IN DURESS. 


FRANK BUDD’S ADVENTURES AND HOW 
HIS MONEY WENT. 

Francis C. Budd, the Wall-street broker 
whose return on Wednesday froma brief Cana- 
dian tour was chronicled yesterday, was taken 
direct to Police Headquarters. That afternoon 
the detectives at whose invitation he had re- 
turned went before Justice Duffy without their 
prisoner and asked to have him remanded. They 
did the same on Thursday, when they asked for 
the papers, and were told that they had been 
sent to the District Attorney’s office. The Grand 


Jury did not find au indictment, and sent the 
papers to Justice White, who had issued the 
warrant of arrest. 

Yesterday the papers were sent to Justice 
Duffy by uw messenger. “I want no.more mys- 
terlous cases,” said the Judge. “I will grant no 
more remands unless the prisoners, whether rich 
or poor, aréin court and arraigned before me. 
This system of carrying on business at Police 
Headquarters is reprehensible. The law is that 
a prisoner must be taken before the nearest com- 
mitting magistrate as soon as possible after his 
arrest.” 

Budd’s counsel asked that the case might go 
over until Monday. He said that he believed it 
could be settled then. The Justice granted the 
request, 80 Budd still remains at Police Head- 
quarters. 

The complaint against Budd is made py Mar- 
shall H. Mallory, owner of the Madison-Square 
Theatre. He deposed that Budd, who acted as 
his stock broker, came to him on Feb. 15 last and 
asked for a loan of $10,000, offering in exchange 
anote of that amount purporting to be in- 
dorsed by Mrs. Georgiana Bischott, with whom 
he, Mallory, was well acquainted. He gave 
Budd the money, and subsequently learned from 
Sidney Bischoff,a son of Mrs. Bischoff and a 
stock broker at 7 Wallstreet, that the in- 
dorsement of her name was aforgery. Budd 
learned that the frand was discovered, and went 
to Canada with his chief clerk, William Keating. 
The latter got frightened after atime and re- 
turned to New-York. The derectives then went 
to Montreal, and Budd returned with them with- 
out a requisitign. It is said that the full amount 
of Budda’s appropriations will amount to at least 
$25,000. 

Frank Budd was well known about the 
theatres, and speculations in Richmond Terminal 
were not his only methods of getting rid of his 
money. He was particularly susceptible to the 
charms of burlesque actresses, and haunted the 
Bijou and Casino, where his pro tempore favor- 
ites were nightly recipients of bouquets and 
floral gifts. His florists’ bill was frequently $50 
a day, as his gifts were always of the rarest and 
choicest variety. He was infatuated for a time 
with a divinity whose temple is a theatre 
which welcomes its patrons in mystifyin 
Latin, and sent her vast numbers of flora 
tokens of friendship, as well as making her 
valuable presents of diamonds and other 
jewelry. His tondness for her was suddenly 
cooled when he discovered that she was mar- 
ried and devoted to her husband. He subse- 
quently developed a true and holy passion for 
one of Mr. Dulf’s songstrésses, and was the de- 
voted admirer of numberless chorus girls. 

Budd made himself conspicuous when “ Er- 
minie” was first produced by hissing Francis 
Wilson for introducing in his topical song, 
“What the Dickie Birds Say,” a verse relating 
to Mrs. James Brown Potter’s Washington re- 
cital of ‘Ostler Joe.” The last trace of Budd in 
this city previous to his departure for Canada 
was when he visited the Madison Hotel, on 
Thursday, Feb. 24, and registered as R. A. Burn- 
aby, Philadelphia. 

It waa learned last night from an authorita- 
tive source that Budd is also charged with hay- 
ing obtained $16,000 from Mr. Mallory by rep- 
resenting that he had on deposit in a trust com- 
pany valuable bonds which he hypothecated as 
collateral for the loan. The bonds, it was sub- 
sequently discovered, were either not lis prop- 
erty or were not deposited with the trust com- 
pany as he represented. 


WATER FOR SING SING. 


THE CITIZENS GET INTO A WAR ABOUT 
THE PROBLEM. 

The Board of Trustees at Sing Sing have 
wrestled with the water question in various 
Ways and finally decided that the best way to 
get water into the village was for the citizens to 
adopt the plan which has been in successful op- 
eration in Peekskill for 15 years, that is, to ap- 
point Water Commissioners to build the works 
and have charge of the whole business. Thurs- 
day night a meeting was held for the purpose of 
naming the first, or charter, Commissioners. 


President Brandreth. of the Board of Trustees, 
presided, and after explaining the status of the 
board, and that the Commissioner of Public 
Works—Gen. Newton—had refused to let them 
have water out of the old Croton Aqueduct, 
which runs through the heart of the village, he, 
on a motion being made to that effect. named a 
committee of five to retire and report the names 
of five Commissioners to be appointed by the 
meeting. The committee reported the names of 
Azariah Carpenter, John P. Truesdell, Isaac B. 
Noxon, Franklin Brandreth, and Dr. E. B. Sher- 
wood. Objection was at once made to Messrs. 
Noxon and Sherwood. They were both members of 
the Board of Trustees, and both favored a certain 
company to put in the works. The former is 
Cashier of the First National Bank, and that 
bank expects to furnish the money, some $150,- 
000 or $200,000, to build the works if the village 
builds them. Moreover, it was not thought that 
any Trustee should be on the commission. When 
the matter vas put to a vote it resulted 3 tol 
against approving the commission. The Presi- 
dent, however, decided it carried, and would en- 
tertain no motion except one to adjourn, which 
he declared carried, though it was lost by an over- 
whelming majority. 

Several persons made speeches in denunciation 
of this “‘ gag rule,” as they called it, and imme- 
diately calied another meeting. Dr. G. J. Fisher 
presided. Another committee was appointed to 
present five names for Commissionars, those 
who were previously appointed, with the exce 
tion of Dr. Sherwood, having expressed their 
disapproval of the first meeting’s action by 
withdrawing from the commission. This new 
committee was composed of 10 gentlemen, ahd 
they were instructed to examine the Peekskill 
plan and prepare their report for presentation 
at another meeting to be held on Monday even- 
ing next.

The Bacon investigating committee was 
promptly on hand at 2 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, at the Brooklyn City Hall, and so was a 
large and expectant crowd. But Chairman
